LONDON, April 2.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph says he 
believes from the indications that the Bal- 
kan situation has entered on a critical 


stage. 

Reports of atrocities committed by Bul- 
garian bands are received daily, says the 
correspondent, and yesterday the heads of 
seven Bulgarian brigands were taken to 
Salonika and hung up in the prison court- 
yard. A Turkish agent who was instru- 
mental in capturing a Bulgarian band has 
been foully murdered in revenge. 

The abduction of Miss Ellen M. Stone ts 
by no means the first serious crime charged 
to the account of Sarafof and his bands 
of Macedonian revolutionists. 

Last August Sarafof and other members 
of the Macedonian Committee were put on 
trial for the murder of Prof. Michaeleana 
and M. Fitofski, but were acquitted by the 
Assize Court of Sofia. This was some time 
after the Macedonian Congress at Sofia 
had elected M. Michailovski President of 
the Managing Committee, thus securing 
the triumph of the Moderate Party as 
against Sarafof and his adherents. 

rof. Michaeleana was murdered in Buk- 
harest on July 22, 1900. He was a well- 
to-do Roumanian subject who opposed the 
Macedonian Committee, and his death was 
one of a number of crimes (of which 
blackmail] was the most frequent) charged 
against the Macedonians. 

The prosecution by Bulgaria of Sarafof 
and his followers was only accomplished 
after energetic protests on the part of 
the Roumanian Government. At one time 
War between Bulgaria and Roumania 
seemed imminent, but Austria and Russia 
made it plain that they would not allow 
a conflict. 


SECURED VALUABLE MINES. 


Company Neglected to Comply with 
Mexican Concession and Dr. Zer- 
touche Got Its Property, 

Special to The New York Times. 
AUSTIN, Texas, April 1.—Two of the fa- 
mous Panuco copper mines, near Panuco, 
Mexico, valued at more than $2,000,000, 
have passed into the hands of Dr. M. Zer- 
touche, a resident of the town of Panuco, 
through failure of the Panuco Copper Com- 
pany, the English corporation which owns 
the mines, to comply with the terms of the 
concession granted it by the Mexican Goy- 

ernment for working the properties. 
This failure was due to an oversight on 


the part of the company, which was giv- 
ing its whole attention to the litigation of 
certain stockholders instead of working the 
mines. When Dr. Zertouche learned that 
the mines were being neglected and were 
subject to forfeiture he filed on them, and 
his title to the properties is said to have 
oo approved by the Government author- 
ies. 

These mines were sold to Nicholas F. 
Cleary and Hugh McDonald of New York 
City three years ago for $300,000. Messrs. 
Cieary and McDonald sold the mines a few 
months later for $1,250,000 to S. W. Carle- 
ton and William Kessel of London, and the 
latter organized the Panuco Copper Com- 
pany, with a capital stock of $2,500,000.

RUSSIA STILL CONCILIATORY. 


Makes Further Concessions Regarding 
Manchuria—Great Military Ac- 
tivity at Niu-Chwang.

LONDON, April 2.—The Peking cor- 
respondent of The Times says Russia 
is still conciliatory in regard to the Man- 
churian Convention. 

Russia has agreed not to make her 
withdrawal from Niu-Chwang entirely 
conditional on the previous abolition of 
the Provisional Government of Tien- 
Tsin, but undertakes to withdraw within 
eight months of the signature of the con- 
vention, whether the Tien-Tsin Provi- 
sional Government continues or not.

PEKING, April 1.—The Manchurian Con- 
vention, the main conditions of which were 
recently agreed upon by Paul Lessar, Rus- 
sia’s Minister to China, and Prince Ching, 
President of the Chinese Foreign Office, 
permits China to maintain whatever force 
she thinks necessary in Manchuria after 
the evacuation of that territory. 

Official reports received here from Niu- 
Chwang state that the Russians are dis- 
playing great military activity there. Ten 
thousand troops have recently been moved 
to Port Arthur, and new drafts are arriv- 
ing. An extensive and permanent tele- 
graph system is being constructed. 


Inmates of Russian Prison Mutiny. 

BERLIN, April 1.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Tageblatt says that a 
revolt of the inmates of a prison at Vlad- 


ikavkaz, capital of the Province of Terek, 
Caucasia, against ill-treatment, was sup- 
pressed by armed troops, and that many of 
the prisoners were severely wounded.

ATTEMPTED TO KILL THE 
MOSCOW POLICE PREFECT. 


Woman Tried to Shoot Him, but Her 
Weapon Missed Fire —St. Peters- 
burg Demonstration Planned. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 1.—The Police 
Prefect of Moscow, M. Trepoff, had a nar- 
row escape from assassination yesterday. 
While he was receiving visitors a governess 
named Allart suddenly drew a revolver, 
placed its muzzle at M. Trepoff’s breast, 
and pulled the trigger. The weapon, how- 
ever, missed fire, In the subsequent excite- 
ment the woman tried to scape, but was 

arrested. 

It is beliéved that the attempt was con- 
nected with the recent student troubles. 

BERLIN, April 1.—A dispatch to the 
Tageblatt from St. Petersburg, dated yes- 
terday, says the students have been or- 
ganizing a fresh revolutionary meeting. 

They succeeded in mailing 10,000 circulars, 
mostly addressed to persons belonging to 
the educated classes, imploring them to 
attend, armed, if possible, a revolutionary 
demonstration in front of the Kazan Cathe- 
dral to-day. 


PLOT TO KILL KING EDWARD ? 


A Rome Paper Says He Abandoned His 
Visit to the South of France Be- 
cause Ofte Was Discovered. 


ROME, April 1.—The Corriere della Sera 
asserts that King Edward abandoned his 
proposed visit to the Riviera on account 
of the discovery of an Anarchist plot 
against his life. 

‘The Anarchists, it is stated, purposed to 
give the appearance of Boer revenge to 
their operations. 


GIFT FOR RUTGERS COLLEGE. 


President Scott Also Says that a $250,- 
000 Bequest Is Likely.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., April 1.— 
President Austin Scott of Rutgers College 
announced this morning that he had re- 
ceived a check for $20,000 to be used as 
thought best by the Trustees. The gift is 
from Ralph Voorhees of Clinton, N. J., an 
uncle of ex-Goy. Foster M. Voorhees, who 
graduated from Rutgers in 1876. Dr. Scott 
said he also knew of an individual who, 
unless subsequent ¢Codicils should change 
matters, was going to leave Rutgers $250,- 
G00.

BROWN ORE MINES CLOSED. 


Machinery Being Removed on Account 
of Disagreement Between Owners.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April. 1.—The his- 
toric brown ore mines at Champion, in 
Blount County, owned jointly by the Sloss- 
Sheffield Steel and Iron Company and the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Com- 
pany, were closed down to-day by the Ten- 
nessee Company, which operated them and 
owned the machinery. The machinery is 
being removed to the brown ore properties 
of the Tennessee company in Franklin 
County . 

The two companies have a mutual agree- 
ment that each is to have half the output 
of the Champion Mines for use in its fur- 
naces, and this was the rule until recently, 
when the Tennessee Company endeavored 
to have the Sloss Company agree to allow 
the Tennessee Company to take the entire 
output. This the Sloss Company declined to 
do, and the closing down and dismantling 
of the plant, one of the oldest in the Bir- 
mingham district, followed,

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NEGRO BUTLER KILLS 
MOTHER AND DAUGHTER 


William Lane’s Crime Inspired by 
Fear of Arrest. 


After Shooting Family, He Let Detec- 
tives Into House and Escaped, but 
Confessed When Caught. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., April 1.—Fear- 
ing that he would be arrested for theft, 
William H. Lane, a colored butler, shot 
and killed his employer, Mrs. Ella J. Fur- 
bush, her twelve-year-old daughter Madel- 
ine, and probably mortally wounded an- 
other daughter, Eloise, aged seven years, 
at their home, 652 North Fifteenth Street, 
shortly before noon to-day. Lane escaped 
from the house, but was captured and con- 
fessed his crime. 

Mrs, Furbush lived with her two daugh- 
ters in a fine four-story house, which was 
well furnished. Lane had been her butler 
since Christmas, and she had another col- 
ored servant, a woman. 

Recently Mrs. Furbush had been missing 
small amounts of money. She informed the 
police, who began an investigation, which 
was still in progress when to-day’s trag- 
éedy occurred, Suspicion fell on Lane, and a 
‘arrant was sworn out for his arrest, 

According to Lane's confession, he saw 
Mrs. Furbush on Monday night counting 
a large roll of bills. Knowing where she 
kept the money. he bided his time, and at 
an opportune mement late in the evening 
he stole $70. 

This morning Mrs. Furbush missed the 
money, and questioned him, but he denied 
all knowledge of having seen the money. 
Expecting that the theft would be traced 
to him, and that Mrs. Furbush would have 
bim arrested, Lane planned to murder the 
mother and her children, rob the house, 
and disappear. 

At 11 o’clock he went to the third floor 
and found Mrs. Furbush in one of the mid- 
dle rooms. Jie shot her twice, once in the 
lungs, and then through the heart. She 
died instantly. 

Eloise, who was in another room, hearing 
the noise, ran to see what was the matter, 
and as she entetred Lane shot her in the 
abdomen. She fell, and he thought he had 
also killed her. 

Without attracting the attention of the 
other servant who was ironing in the 


kitchen, Lane went to the front door and 
called in Madeline, who was skating on 
roller skates on the sidewalk. He told 
her that her mother wanted her. Madeline 
climbed the stairs Without removing her 
skates, 

She went into a room adjoining that in 
which her mother lay dead. Lane followed 
her, and as she called her mother, the negro 
shot her through the heart, killing her 
instantly. 

Lane, in his confession, says he then pro- 
ceeded to rob the house. He quickly found 
$130, two watches, and a pocketbook. While 
he was searching for the jewelry he was 
interrupted by the arrival of two special 
policemen, who had a werrant for his ar- 
rest on the charge of larceny. They asked 
to see Mrs. Furbush. 

Lane showed them to the sitting room on 
the second floor and said he would call his 
mistress. Recognizing one of the men as 
an officer, Lane hastily donned his over- 
coat and escaped by the rear of the house, 

The policemen, hearing a moan, started 
an investigation, and on the third floor 
hallway found little Eloise. To the police- 
men she said: ‘‘ William shot my mother 
and my sister and tried to kill me.” She 
was immediately sent to a hospital and the 
police dragnet was put in tnotion. 

Lane was traced to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad station at Camden, where he was 
recognized by one of the policemen he had 
admitted to the house. The officers hustled 
him on a ferryboat and out of the jurisdic- 
oe. of New Jersey and took him to City 

all. 

Before going to Camden he had purchased 
a suit of clothes, a light overcoat, a valise, 
and a box of cigars. He wore the new 
clothes and had his old suit sent to his sis- 
ter’s home, in Burlington, N. J. At the 
Camden station he telegraphed another sis- 
a at Bridgeton that he was coming to see 

er. 

At the police station Lane said he was 
sorry for what he had done. He was sur- 
prised to hear that Eloise was alive and 
said he always liked her and hesitated to 
kill her, but ‘‘ it Was necessary to do so.” 

** Now that I have been caught,”’ he add- 
ed, ‘“‘I hope she will recover. I am also 
sorry for Mrs. Furbush and Madeline, but 
poverty tempted me to do it, and I must 
now suffer.’ 

Later Lane was taken to the hospital, 
where Eloise identified him, saying: ‘* He 
is William Lane, the man who killed my 
mother and sister and tried to kill me. You 
know you did, William.” In his presence 
her statement was taken, @nd Lane put the 
seal of accuracy to it by saying: ‘ Every- 
thing the child has said is true.’’ 

Lane is the son of a preacher who lives 
in Bridgeton,, and has served a term in the 
Mount Holly (N. J.) jail for larceny and 
has been confined in the Huntingdon 
(Penn.) Reformatory. é 


EXTRA SESSION NECESSARY. 


Maryland Legislature Fails to Pass 
Tax Levy Bill.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., April 1.—It has been 
discovered that in the rush of the closing 
hours of the Legislature of 1902, the bill 
which was intended to authorize the coun- 
ty Commissioners of the various counties 
and the Mayor and City Council of Balti- 
more to levy their proportion of the direct 
tax for various State purposes, died on 
the third reading file. 

This failure of passage, in the opinion of 
several of the State Senators and others 
who are here to-night, will leave no au- 
thority for the collection of from one-half 
to two-thirds of the ordinary revenues of 
the State for the years 1902 and 1903, and 
will absolutely necessitate an extra session 
of the Legislature.

GOV. MURPHY’S REBUKE. 


A Protestant Minister Who Pleaded 
Against a Bill Affecting Pauper Chil- 
dren Ordered from His Presence. 
TRENTON, N. J., April 1—The State 
Board of Children’s Guardians will hence- 
forth be the only public or semi-public body 
which will be aided by State money in car- 
ing for pauper children. There was much 
opposition to a bill passed by the Legislat- 
ure to that effect and which will become 
a law through the approval of Gov. Mur- 
phy. It looked this morning as if the Gov- 
ernor would veto the measure, but those 
who opposed it won the day for those who 

favored it at a hearing to-day. 

The Rev. M. T. Lamb, the head of the 
New Jersey Children’s Home Society, at 
the hearing made an impassioned plea for 
a veto. While addressing the Governor he 
said that by giving State money only to the 
Board of Guardians all Catholic children 
would be placed in Catholic homes, while 
under his society every child, no matter 
what religion their parents professed, would 
be raised in the Protestant faith. 

Gov. Murphy had been listening in a per- 
functory way. When this statement was 
made he brought his fist down on the desk 
with a bang that brought all the clerks 
from the surrounding offices into the ex- 
ecutive chamber, Looking full at the min- 
ister, the Governor replied: 

“I'm neither a Progestant nor a Catholic 
Governor, but I am G*vernor of the State 
of New Jersey, and from your own argu- 
ment I see it is my duty to sign this meas- 
ure. Get out.” 


BRITISH SHIP MAXWELL LOST ? 


Life Belt from Her Picked Up—A Three- 
Masted Vessel Seen to Sink in 
the English Channel. 


LONDON, April 1.—A Deal pilot boat re- 
ports having picked up a life belt marked 
“Ship Maxwell.” She also saw boats 
marked ‘‘ Maxwell.” 

The men on the pilot boat say a three- 


masted ship sank eight miles southwest of 
Dungeness Lighthouse. 


The British ship Maxwell, Capt. Young, 
of 1,713 tons, left San Francisco on Oct. 30 
for Hull. She was built at Liverpool in 
1887, and was owned by J. Edgar & Co. 


“BATH HOUSE JOHN ” WINS. 


Hot Fight in Chicago’s Election and 
Popular Vote Cast for Municipal 
Ownership. 


CHICAGO, April 1.—The Republicans and 
Democrats each made a net gain of one 
Alderman in the city election held to-day. 
The new Council will consist of 39 Republic- 
ans, 30 Democrats, 1 Independent. The 
old Council consisted of 38 Republicans, 29 
Democrats, and 3 Independents. 

The hottest fight of the campaign was in 
the First Ward, where a determined ef- 
fort was made by the opponents of John 
Coughlin. known as “ Bath-house,” to de- 


feat him. It was the only ward in the city 
where anything like a full vote was polled. 
Coughlin won easily, however,, ring a 
majority of “2,405 votes over David L. 
Frank, the Republican candidate. 

The men elected to the offices of Assess- 
or, Collector, Clerk, and Supervisor will 
never enter upon their duties for the rea- 
son that the same election which gave them 
their positions wiped out those positions. 

Among the questions of public policy 
voted upon were municipal ownership of 
street-car systems, gas works, and other 
public utilities, and the nomination for can- 
didates by vote at the primaries instead of 
by the usual custom of holding city con- 
ventions. All of these were favorably voted 
upon. None of the votes save that on the 
abolishment of the town offices carried ac- 
tion with it. The others are merely ex- 
pressive of the wish of the people. 


MILWAUKEE GOES DEMOCRATIC. 


David S. Rose Elected Mayor, and Com- 
mon Council Thought to be Safe. 


MILWAUKEE, April 1.—Mayor David S. 
Rose, Democratic candidate for re-election, 
carried the city to-day by a plurality esti- 
mated at from 7,000 to 10,000 over Charles 
H. Anson, (Rep.) Rose carried the rest of 
the Democratic ticket with him, thus in- 


suring the election of William H. Gaebner 
for Treasurer, Peter Pawiniki for C@h- 
troller, and Carl Runge for City Attorney. 
The indications are that the Democrats 
will also control the Common Council by 
a safe majority. The political complexion 
of the city remains unchanged. 

The results of municipal elections in Wis- 
consin outside of Milwaukee show that the 
Republican tickets were successful in the 
greater number of instances. 


SENATOR JONES BEATEN. 


Latest Arkansas Election Returns Give 
Him Only Fifty Votes. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 1.—With ten 
counties yet to report official and unoffi- 
cial reports yield the following results on 
the United States Senatorship: James P. 
Clarke, 69; James K. Jones, 50; necessary 
to elect on joint ballot, 67. These figures 
are deemed reliable. 

In the Third Congressional District the 
contest is so close between Congressman 
Dinsmore and J. C. Floyd that the vote of 
Van Buren County is awaited in order to 
settle it. The Democratic State Convention 
will be held in Little Rock June 10. 


NEW STEEL CAR COMPANY. 


Three Hundred Acres Selected at But- 
ler for Site of Works and Build- 


ings for Employes.

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 1.—The Stand- 
ard Steel Company, capitalized at $3,000,000 
and composed almost entirely of former 
officers of the Pressed Steel Car Company, 
selected a site at Butler to-day. The 
company will get 300 acres of land, a large 
part of which was formerly the Butler 
Fair Grounds, and is reached by the Pitts- 
burg, Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad, 


(Carnegie road,) and the West Pennsyl- 
vania branch of the Pennsylvania system. 

The machinery and structural shapes 
were ordered some time ago, and the erec- 
tion will begin at once. The company will 
use 100 acres of land for buildings and ex- 
tensions, and 200 acres for buildings of em- 
ployes. 

Lots will be sold to employes at cost and 
building and loan associations started. 
No company houses will be erected. The 
company will manufacture a new steel car 
made almost exclusively of rolled shapes. 
The present steel cars are principally made 
of pressed steel plates.

Mitchell rushed down stairs to the kitch- 
en to get some water to extinguish the fire, 
but when he reached the first floor he saw 
it was impossible to save the house. He 
then returned up stairs and perished in the 
burning rafters of his own house, trying to 
save the lives of his children. Mrs. Mitch- 
ell was seriously burned, but her injuries 
will not prove tatal.

A Captain 
brought to trial from a new precinct would 
have the excuse that he was a new hand; 
such an excuse doesn’t go with a man who 
has been at a station long enough to know 
everything about it.” 

In some cases, the District Attorney ad- 
mitted, it was impossible for even a police 
Captain to get evidence against a gambling 
house, but this case was a rare one. When 
yasked if he thought it significant that the 
jtown had heen run ‘wide open” since 
January. he answered in the affirmative, 
‘adding that it showed blackmail still ex-

yet enough to make the business of being 
a corrupt police officer profitable.

“But the patrolmen claim that their con-

“All right,’’ interposed the Commission- 
er, ‘‘ Pray, under whose control should they 
be, if not under that of the Sergeants and 
Captains? ”’ 

In response to a question as to whether 
there was any chance of his agreeing to a 
revival of the three-platoon scheme, he 
said: 

‘I've said all along that I can run the 
department under that system if the people 
of the city signify their desire to furnish 
the additional $2,500,000 that will be re- 
quired.”’ 

“Do you think,” he was asked, “ that 
you could do as good work under the three- 
platoon system if you had the needed 
money?” 

“No, I don't. To be plain with you, I 
1iink there’s such a thing as men having 
too much time.” 

Speaking of the change of conditions in 
the department under his administration, 
Col. Partridge said that the events in the 
West Thirty-seventh Street Station showed 
that there had been improvement. Such 
things, he added, could not have happened 
under the old régime. The action of the 
patrolmen under Capt. Foody showed that 
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hearing in j 
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he (the Commissioner) had their confidence, 
= they knew he meant to treat them 
airly. 

‘No matter what were their motives,” 
he said, “I do not think they would have 
taken their stand unless they had been cer- 
tain of the backing of Mulberry Street. To 
get the confidence of the men is what I 
have been working for. ; 

“They are beginning to do-their duty 
without fear or favor. All the patrolmen in 
the department will try to do the right 
thing, I think, and they will cut down 
blackmail enormously. The men have hith-

Station returned to his post yesterday. He 
had been on sick leave, like Capt. Fooay. 
He accompanied to the Jefferson Market 
Court his officers who had caused various 
saloon keepers to be summoned there by 
é strate Deuel. ml 

The liquor men numbered twelv« They 
were charged with not having complied 
with the law requiring them to keep their 
bars exposed on Sundays. The officers 
said that the doors and windows of the 
saloons had been covered so that one 
walking along the street could not see 
within, and the law required, they urged, 
that all bars, even those in Raines law 
hotels, must be open to street view. The 
Magistrate warned the saloon keepers that 
they must hereafter comply with the law. 

“I'm not going to hold you,” he said, 
‘for this first offense. This law has 
been broken persistently, I understand, but 
you must be careful in future.” 

The patrolmen who asked for the sum- 
monses were Hannan, West, Cosby, Kelle- 
her, Adams, Solan, and Crowley. Hannan 
had three saloon keepers in tow, and Crow- 
ley two. Each of the accused received a 
lecture from the Magistrate. 

‘** Your summons to-day,’’ he said to one, 
just a notice for the future.” 

After the causes had been dismissed, Capt. 
Cooney was seen approaching a group of 
patrolmen, The latter looked nervous. He 
greeted them cordially and said he heartily 
indorsed their action. 

*‘IT have no enmity against you,” he said. 

You know I've always been with you. I 
am here to help you with your cases. I 
read about the summonses in the papers 
and came down to see them through.” 

The men said nothing. Some of them 
grinnes The Captain had stood on the 
bridge during the proceedings, but took no 
part therein. When he reached the station 
he said to a reporter: 

“As to ‘revolt,’ all I have to say is that 
there is complete harmony here between 
patrolmen. roundsmen, Sergeants, and my- 
self. If my subordinates protect themselves 
they protect me. My advice to the men 
was always that when they failed to make 
an arrest they should make a report on it 
and go to court for a summons or a war- 
rant I find that while I was away from 
the station they followed this advice. 

‘Il went to court to-day and helped my 
men in every way i could. As to next 
Sunday the rules will be enforced, certain- 
ly strictly on former days. If the 
men bring in complaints my advice will 
certainly be that they go to court and 
ask for a summons or warrant. There has 
been a great to-do about nothing, far 
as my precinct is concerned. I can't an- 
swer for other precincts. A man has all 
he can do with his own troubles.’ 

An adjourned case of an excise 
in Capt. Foody’s district came up in the 
Yorkville Court before Magistrate Pool 
yesterday. Officer Peckhardt had arrested 
F. O’Hagen, a saloon keeper of West Thir- 
ty-first Street. The officer testified that 
he had seen three men in the saloon’'s 
back room, and the defendant. behind the 
bar drawing three glasses of beer. O'Hagen 
said he had charge of the house, and could 
not keep the hall door locked. 

“But you _can keep the door to your 
saloon locked,"’ remarked the Magistrate. 

The defendant was then held in $500 bail 
for trial. The Magistrate turned to Peck- 
hardt and said: 

“*I am proud of you and your comrades. 
You presented your cases in the proper 
way. This was gratifying to me, for it 
was so different from the arrests generally 
made by those sneaking fellows called 
plain clethes men, who try all sorts of 
tricks to make a case.”’

VIEWS OF LIQUOR DEALERS. 


Patrolmen’s Revolt Attributed 
“Soreness ” Over Failure to Se< 
cure the Maintenance of 
Three-Platoon System.

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The officers of the local and 


State liquor dealers associations were at 
variance, begged the question of paying 
money for police protection, and as a rule 
hinted that the action of the patrolmen 
in the West Thirty-seventh Street and Mac- 
dougal Street was due to “ sore- 
ness "’ over the failure to secure the main- 


tenance of the three-platoon system, and 
the promptings of the Patrolmen’s Benevo- 
lent Association 

“IT haven't,”’ said Fritz Lindinger, Presi- 
dent of the Central Wine, Beer and Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, “ studied the situa- 
tion in the Tenth, Capt. Cooney’s district. 
I have been laid up and have not been able 
to form an opinion as to the present rela- 
tions of the police to the liquor dealers, I 
can't say What will be the condition of af- 
fairs next Sunday. As to the talk of as- 
sessmenis on our members to bribe the 
police, this blackmail idea only exists in 
the imagination of certain newspaper writ- 
ers. Our organization does not make it a 
business to collect money for the support 
of the police. No meeting has been called 
to consider the situation. The only way to 
stop agitation and talk of paying for police 
protection is to give us a liberal excise 
law."’ 

“In my district,” said D. M. Mahoney, 
President of the Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion of the Tenth District, of which Capt. 
Cooney is the police commander, “ there 
are ninety members, and about the same 
number of liquor dealers who are not mem- 
bers. I have up to the present been on 
good terms with the patrolmen and done 
them many such little favors as a man in 
this business does for policemen. I can't 
understand why they should have turned 
against me and Capt. Cooney. There may 
have been an understanding between the 
members of this squad and those of Capt. 
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Foody. You know the Captains exchanged 
— Capt. Cooney was always lecturing 
his men about excise arrests and their re- 
sponsibility, and it may be that they got 
bullheaded and decided to act. I am sum- 
moned to answer a charge by Officer 
George W. Krapp that my place at 258 
Spring Street was open, between midnight 
and 6 A. M. last Sunday. There was no 
warrant for the charge except that my 
shutters were open, exposing the bar while 
my bartender and porter were cléaning up. 
It has been the same in other cases. 

= wrong construction has been put on 
our assessments. Our assessment in_ this 
district is 50 cents a month, or $1 if we 
give a banquet. We collect no money for 
police protection, and have never_ been 
called upon for any. This is my third term 
as President, and I know what I am talk- 
ing about. ye assist members who are in 
trouble threugh the excise law through our 
treasury, and when there has been a great 
demand for money on this account we have 
levied an extra assessment. 

“It seems to me that some one in the 
Police Department wants to be a party to 
the cause. Cooney said he would hold each 
man of his ccmmand responsible for excise 
conditions, and the patrolmen got together 
and made up their minds to put themselves 
on record and do all that was obnoxious to 
the Captain in order to create a diversion 
in favor of the three-platoon system with 
the public,” 

Hugh Dolan, President of the Liquor 
Dealers Association of the Twentieth, 
Capt. Foody's, District and the State or- 
ganization, said: 

“I don’t look for what has occurred in 
the Twentieth and Tenth Precincts in other 
precincts. In Capt. Cooney’s and Foody’s 
districts the men, I am told, were required 
practically to swear that during their tour 
of patrol they saw no violation of the ex- 
cise law. This was not the case in other 
rrecincts. It was too binding, and they 
ehaved like runaway horses, got the bits 
in their mouths. As to the talk of paying 
for police protection, people don’t seem to 
want to understand that the local associa- 
tions are assessed both for the Central 
and State associations, and that they re- 
quire a good deal of money. The Central 
looks after liquor dealers who get into 
trouble and it employs lawyers who expect 
big fees."’ 

RAID ON THE PARKER HOUSE. 


Alleged Proprietor of Broadway Resort 
Arrested with Bartender. 
Maher, Black, and Underhill 
of the West Thirtieth Street Station went 
to the Parker House, at 1,418 Broadway, 
just above Thirty-ninth Street, at 1:45 this 
morning and arrested Adolph Ruehl, the al- 
leged proprietor, on the charge of keeping 
a disorderly house and violating the excise 
law, and also took into custody his bar- 
tender, Charles Fulner of 389 Ninth Ave- 

nue, on the latter charge. 

The dining room was crowded with men 
and women at the time, and there was a 
wild rush for any means of escape when the 
detectives made known their purpose, but it 
ended when they shouted that they would 
molest no one else. Detective Maher said 
the arrests were made as a result of evi- 
dence which the police had been quietly 
gathering for the last two months, and that 
the warrants were obtained in the Jeffer- 
son Market Police Court just before it 
closed yesterday afternoon. 


GOLDEN QAR SALOON CLOSED. 
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Was the Reputed 
Harlem Gamblers—Percy 
Says He Is Pleased. 


The “Golden Oar" saloon in East One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, said to 
be the gamblers’ headquarters in Harlem, 
was closed last night for the second time 
in twenty years of its existence. During 
the gambling raids two years ago, it was 
closed temporarily, and the paraphernalia 
removed to a storage warehouse. 

The saloon is probably the best-known 
one in Harlem. It has always been the 
headquarters of Percy Nagle, who has been 
popularly credited with being the owner 
of the place, although ostensibly it has had 
various proprietors. The many previous 
efforts to close it up have resulted more or 
less disastrously to those who made the 
attempts. For some months it has been 
known as the ‘‘Penny Café,”’ and John 
Nagle, a brother of the ex-Street Cleaning 
Commissioner, ran it. 

Charles W. Mase, at present the nominal 
proprietor of the place, last night was or- 
dered by Capt. McClusky to close up, and 
to the surprise of all Harlem the Golden 
Oar was closed tight. 

Percy Nagle was seen fast night standing 
outside the Baltimore restaurant, which is 
almost directly opposite the Golden Oar. 
When asked about the closing of the place 
he said: 

‘I'm glad it is closed, and my only wish 
is that somebody would come along and 
apply a match to it and burn the place 
down. That would put an end to the news- 
papers connecting my name with the place. 
I never owned a. brick or a stick of timber 
in it, and I have stood the pounding of the 
newspapers about the place for a good 
many years.”’ 


RUBBER GOODS CO.’S AFFAIRS. 


Charge by Stockholders that the Direc- 
tors Are Planning to Perpetuate 
Themselves in the Management. 

A contest is on in the Rubber Goods Man- 
ufacturing Company, the rival of the 
United States Rubber Company, organized 
by Charles R. Flint. Talbot J. Taylor & 
Co., who are large holders of the stock of 
that company, are asking for proxies for 
the annual meeting to be held in Jersey 
City on April 10, when certain proposed 
amendments to the certificate of incorpora- 
tion and to the by-laws are to be voted on 
and the annual election of Directors is to 
take place. These proxies are to be used in 
to the present management, 

which is also asking for proxies. 

According to a statement made yester- 
day by Talbot J. Taylor & Co., it is de- 
clared that under the amendments proposed 
by the present Directors, the power to elect 
a full Board of Directors annual 
meeting would be withdrawn from. the 
stockholders, and in lieu thereof there 
would be created three different classes of 
Directors; and only one class could be voted 
for in any one year Furthermore, they 
Say, the new by-laws would vest in the 
Board of Directors the power to increase 
the number of Directors at will, so that 
even if at the end of two years a majority 
of the stockholders had elected two-thirds 
of a Board of Directors. adverse to the 
present management, that management 
could, by increasing the number of Direc- 
tors, nullify the will of the stockholders 
and perpetuate itself in control. There is 
further, they allege, withdrawn from the 
stockholders all power to change or amend 
the by-laws. 

The by-laws now provide that the Direc- 
tors cannot sell or mortgage the property 
or assets of the company, except by con- 
sent of the holders of two-thirds of the pre- 
ferred stock. The Directors propose to 
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sell or mortgage any or all of the property 
at their pleasure and without consulting 
the stockholders. 

Talbot J. Taylor & Co. further declare 
that an inspection of the stock lists of the 
company shows that the Directors of the 
company hold very little stock, and in 
their statement they say that consequently 
they “‘are naturally surprised that the Di- 
rectors should want to make such remark- 
able changes in the by-laws of the organi- 
zation and thereby perpetuate themselves 
in the management of the concern.” 

When this was brought to the attention of 
one of the Directors of the company he 
said that the amendments proposed were 
contained in the charter of the Steel Cor- 
poration and every company organized by 
Francis Lynde Stetson. The notice to the 
stockholders shows that they were drawn 
under the supervision of Mr. Stetson and of 
James B. Dill, and that they were approved 
by the Listing Committee of the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

“ There is,”” he said, ‘‘no idea of keeping 
control of the company. We have, in fact, 
had an understanding with Talbot J. Tav- 
lor & Co. and other large stockholders that 
they were to be represented on the board. 
But under our present certificate and by- 
laws We cannot pledge our assets to borrow 
money. We must, however, borrow money 
to finance some of our subsidiary com- 
panies. One of the organizers of the com- 
pany was to have done this, but his retire- 
ment left this burden to our company.” 
He added that the trouble would probably 
be fixed up at a meeting between the two 
parties to-day.

Mr. Bridges Aroused by Reports on 
Police Platoon Systems. 


He Asks Whether Headquarters Had a 
Hand in Statements Favoring the 


Rule Now in Force. 


Alderman Bridges of Brooklyn was again 
the central figure at the meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday afternoon. 
The feature of the session was a lively tilt, 
in which President Fornes, Aldermen Mc- 
Innes, Bridges, and Culkin participated. 

After several minor matters had been 
disposed of, Mr. Bridges called for a report 
from the Committee on Police on Alderman 
Culkin’s resolution, introduced at the pre- 
ceding meeting, in favor of a return to the 
three-platoon system. 

Chairman Holler announced that the 
committee was not ready to report. A re- 
cess for five minutes was taken, and then 
majority and mincrity reports were pre- 
sented. The former, signed by Messrs. 
Dowling, Keely, Kennedy, and Higgins, 
favored the adoption of Mr. Culkin’s reso- 
lution, while the other, having the signa- 
tures of Messrs. Holler and Dickinson, op- 
posed it. 

The minority report was a defense of the 
present system. When it had been read 
Alderman Culkin exclaimed: 

‘Did Holler go to Police Headquarters 
for that report, or was it sent to him 
here? "’ 

Alderman McInnes, who was_ presiding, 
replied: 

“ The Chair declines to put so impertinent 
a question.”’ 

Alderman Bridges then arose and said: 

“I want to ask the Chairman of the 
Committee on Police, through you, who it 
was what drawed that minority report. I 
can't vote until I get an intelligent answer 
so as I can vote. That minority report was 
not drawed in the last ten or fifteen min- 


utes. It was drawed by a skillful hand. 
What I want to know is whether it was 
drawed in Mulberry Street. I believe a 
majority of this board has a idea who 
drawed it.”’ 

Mr. Culkin called for the immediate con- 
sideration of the reports. 

A long discussion followed and while it 
was in progress President Fornes came in 
and admonished the members for wasting 
too much time discussing ‘matters over 
which, he declared, they had no control. 

“I raise to a point of order,’’ shouted Mr. 
sridges. 

“State it,” said Mr. McInnes. 

“Well, I've got two,’ responded Mr. 
Bridges, ‘‘and the first is that the speaker 
(Mr. Fornes] has not taken his seat. 

“The point is not well taken,”’ rejoined 
Mr. McInnes, ‘“‘and I am surprised that 
any member should make a reflection on 
the Chairman.”’ 

“TI don’t want you to make no remarks 
on what I say,’’ shouted Mr. Bridges. “I 
am a member of this board as well as you, 
and I have got my rights. If you didn’t 
an so much I could say more.” [Laugh- 
er. 

“You have one more 
reply of Mr. McInnes. 

“But you have taken up all my time,” 
retorted Mr. Bridges, who sat down without 
stating his second point of order. 

“The motion for consideration is merely 
a request,” said Alderman Marks. 

“It is not a request,’ replied Mr. Fornes. 
“The motive behind it is the censure of a 
city department. Time and time again I 
have stated that I stand for this adminis- 
tration, and from this time on I will an- 
swer this board as a man should, according 
to honest intent.’’ 

A two-thirds affirmative vote was neces- 
sary for the adoption of the resolution. It 
failed, the vote being: Ayes, 43; nays, 27. 

The police resolution was then made a 
special order for next Tuesday. 

Alderman T. P. Sullivan offered a resolu- 
tion asking for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of five to investigate the methods 
and manners of the contractors at work 
on the ravid transit tunnel. The resolution 
went to the Committee on Highways. 


BUTCHERS PLAN TO 
CHECKMATE THE MEAT TRUST. 


Tentative Negotiations for an Abattcir 
Site—How Cattle and Small 
Stock Would Be Secured. 

If a project which during the Winter was 
closely considered by the more wealthy of 
the retail butchers is put into effect the 
Meat Trust will receive a serious check in 
its methods and its policy of forcing com- 
petitors out of business or to become its 
agents. The scheme, in a few words, com- 
prehends the raising of sufficient capital by 
men whe are hostile to the trust and not 
yet ruined by it to erect a large abattoir on 
the North or East River water front, the 
securing of live cattle and small stock 
through a guaranteed contract with one of 
the railroad systems, and the tactful care 
of the interests of smaller dealers, who are 
at at the mercy of the Chicago 

clique. 

“Of course,"’ said one the men who 
would be an important promoter of the 
plan, “no names or plan can be mentioned. 
If a man were mentioned he would soon ap- 
preciate the power of the combine. About 
Christmas time some thirty of the large 
retailers, middiemen, doing a large store 
business and having clients steamers, 
boats, hotels, and restaurants, got together 
and discussed the meat situation in its re- 


lation to the Meat Trust. We felt con- 
vinced, as we do now. that unless some- 
thing were done it would be only a question 
of time for everything to be absorbed or 
done away with. We also know that we 
would, with the short corn crop, have dear 
meat, and that this would be an excuse to 
put the screws on. The general opinion was 
that we should be certain of ample funds, 
and that we could do little unless we owned 
our own plant and controlled our own sup- 
ply of beeves and small stock through a 
railroad. We have held half a dozen secret 
meetings, and the matter is still under con- 
sideration. 

‘Several committees were appointed, the 
most important one being that on sites. 
This committee has had many conferences 
with people who own property On the river 
fronts, principally the New York Central, 
Erie, and Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
panies. The negotiations are still in a 
tentative stage, as we have not decided 
whether to own or lease property. Those 
with whom our committee conferred treat- 
ed the subject seriously and gave encour- 
agement and we have several sites in view. 

‘“* What we need is territory that will give 
approaches to a structure 200 by 200 feet, 
with sufficient height to add handling fa- 
cilities for hides and fat, and the care of 
by-products to an abattoir of an up-to-date 
character. To start with, we contemplate 
slaughtering at the rate of 1,000 beeves, 
3,000 sheep and lambs, and 600 calves a 
week. There will be no difficulty about 
money, but the capitalization of the venture 
has not been decided on. There has been 
talk of a $1,000,000 abattoir, but ready 
money for this would not represent any 
such sum, as we should cover the property 
with a mortgage. 

“What we intend to do if we carry out 
the’ scheme is to start with $500,000 cash 
solely for the purchase of slaughtering 
stock. This is a first necessity in such a 
business. To get cattle and small stock we 
would have to have either the Central, 
Erie, Lehigh Valley, or Pennsylvania Rail- 
road at our disposition, we giving a guar- 
antee to ship over it so much stock every 
week. All we should have to do would be 
to start in aggressively. We should find 
clients in plenty at the outset because of 
the sentiment against the Trust, and there 
would be a demand for our meat because 
New York killed beef is always preferred. 

“No money has been put up yet, and 
nothing is decided on, but on the other 
hand the project has not been abandoned. 
I cannot say when matters will be brought 
to a head. Everything that has to be done 
must just now be done very secretly.” 
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Ex-Senator Fowler Dead. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Joseph Smith 
Fowler, an ex-member of the United States 
Senate from Tennessee, died here to-night, 
aged eighty-two. Mr. Fowler was a native 
of Ohio, but later moved to Tennessee. He 
was a supporter of the Union during the 
civil war, but early in the conflict left Ten- 
nessee because of the order of Jefferson 
Davis requiring all supporters of the Union 
to leave the Southern States. He returned 
to Tennessee, however, in 1862, and was 
State Controller under Gov. Andrew John- 
son. While in the Senate Mr. Fowler was 
one of the seven Republicans who voted 
against the impeachment of Andrew John- 
son. 


MISTAKEN FOR BURGLAR. 


Charged by Crowd Who Saw Him Ex- 
amining a Door with Which Thieves 


Had Tampered. 

Capt. John J. Wiegand of the Morrisania 
Station was rushed from the front door of 
1,042 Washington Avenue, near East One 
Hundred and Sixty-fifth Street, at 11:30 
o'clock last night down the street by a 
crowd of men who charged him with at- 
tempting to rob the place. They were 


unanimously for handling him roughly and 
turning him over to a policeman, when he 
managed to tear his coat from their grasp 
and show his gold badge with ‘‘ Captain” 
on it. Then they apologized. The Captain 
had been examining the door, which had 
been tampered with by burglars, and had 
not explained why he was there. 

Ernest Soltau lives in the house, and he 
and his wife were entertaining some friends 
at cards during the evening. It was nearly 
11 o'clock when a noise was heard at the 
front door, and Mrs. Soltau went out to see 
who was there. She saw two men at the 
door. One of them had an iron bar and 
the men were using the bar on the lock of 
the door. 

Without hesitation Mrs, Soltau, a plucky 
woman, attacked the man with the bar and 
shrieked as hard as she could. 

Her husband and the callers rushed out 
and up the stoop. One man ran away and 
the other, who has been trying to get out 
of Mrs. Soltau’s clutches, was just about 
breaking away. He was seized and held, 
while Mrs. Soltau fainted from excitement. 

Policeman Pyne took the man into_cus- 
tody. Ue described himself as John Will- 
iams, thirty years old, of the Paris Lodging 
House, One Hundred and Twenty-second 
Street and Third Avenue. He was locked 
up on a charge of attempted burglary. 

Capt. Wiegand decided to investigate the 
matter for himself, and he walked up to- 
ward the house. The party within were 
still playing cards. The Captain tiptoed 
up the stairs and bent over the lock. Sud- 
denly the dvor was opened and four men 
sprang upon Capt, Wiegand, the guests fol- 
jowine and shouting, “It's another burg- 
ar.”

If the man 
was in the neighborhood expecting to see 
the reserves turn out in double quick time 
he was disappointed, for the desk Sergeant 
was mindful of the day, so he just sent 
out two policemen in plain clothes to make

ELEVATED ROAD TRAIN’S ESCAPE. 


Engineer’s Prompt Action Averted a 
Possibly Serious Accident. 


What might have been a serious accident 
on the elevated road was prevented shortly 
before 10 o'clock last night by the pres- 
ence of mind and prompt action of Engi- 
neer John Ambrose in charge of engine 
No. 223. 

The train had just pulled out of the sta- 
tion at One Hundred and Sixteenth Street 
and Eighth Avenue, south bound, and was 
getting under fairly good headway when 
the heavy iron grating under the firebox 
of the locomotive dropped from its fasten- 
ings and bumped along on the ties of the 
structure. Ambrose heard the grating when 
it struck the ties and brought the train to 
a stop with a jerk that sent the several 
scores of passengers tumbling from their 
seats onto the floor. 

The passengers were then ordered to 
leave the train. They walked back to the 
station platform, where they were com- 
pelled to wait until taken up by another 
train. In the meantime, a wrecking crew 
had been sent for, and the disabled engine 
jacked up. Then it was found that the 
grating had fallen and struck edgewise 
against one of the oak ties of the elevated 
structure. The upper edge was wedged in 
against the bottom of the locomotive. It 
was agreed that had the train been going 
at a higher rate of speed the consequences 
probably would have been serious. 

It to6ok about three-quarters of an hour 
to get the engine in shape to move out of 
the way. 


ALASKA BOUNDARY MARK RAZED. 


Canadian Official Destroyed a Monu- 
ment Erected by the Russians. 
SEATTLE, April 1.—Advices from Skag- 
way state that Richard Frasier, an official 
civil engineer of the Canadian Government, 
and one of the most prominent civil en- 
gineers in Canada, has destroyed a Rus- 
sian boundary monument. The monument 
was of stone, resting on a stone base, and 
there was a Russian inscription on it. It 
was situated eighteen miles beyond the 

modus vivendi line on the Canadian side. 

In the presence of two American miners 
Mr. Frasier ordered his men to destroy the 
monument. It was torn down, broken into 
small pieces, and covered with sand and 
gravel The affidavits of the witnesses 
have been taken and sent to the State De- 
partment.

OLDER FIREMEN TO GO 


Department Reorganization Begins 
in Brooklyn and Queens. 


Perry and Dale, Deputy Chiefs, Re- 


placed by Younger Men—Com- 
missioner Sturgis’s Order. 


The first of the changes toward a thor- 
ough reorganization of the Fire Depart- 
ment in Brooklyn, as planned by Com- 
missioner Sturgis, took place yesterday, 
when Deputy Chief James Dale, who has 
been in charge in the borough for many 
years, and Deputy Chief John H. Perry 
were retired and younger men assigned 
temporarily to fill their places. Chief Dale 
will not be formally retired until May 1, 
but he has received a leave of absence until 
that time, and practically is now out of the 
service. 

Deputy Chief James F. Murray was yes- 
terday placed in command of the local de- 
partment, and Battalion Chief Frederick 
J. Snow of Long Island City assigned to 
take the place of Perry. Deputy Chief Sam- 
uel Duff was transferred from the com- 
mand of the Sixth Division to that of the 
Eighth Division, succeeding Murray. 

Duff is regarded as a likely candidate for 
Dale’s place, as the head of the force in 
Brooklyn. He is understood to have the 
backing of the leaders of the local Repub- 
lican organization, 

It is expected that many more changes 
in the Brooklyn department will be made 
soon. The impression prevails among the 
firemen that Commissioner Sturgis is deter- 
mined to weed out many of the old men in 
the department. An order issued by the 
Commissioner which was read in all the 
company houses yesterday indicated that 
such was his intention. 

This order dirceted that 
the department above the grade of ordi- 
nary firemen, including Deputy Chiefs, 
Battalion Chiefs, Foremen, and Assistant 
Foremen, appear before the Board of Fire 


Surgeons at headquarters in Manhattan for 
examination as to their mental and physical 
fitness to continue longer in active service. 
Ordinary firemen are directed to submit 
themselves to examination by surgeons, 
who will visit each company house. 

The order applies only to members of the 
department in the Boroughs of Brooklyn 
and Queens. It caused much dejection 
among the older members of the depart- 
ment. While there was much talk among 
these men of discrimination against Brook- 
lyn and of an alleged purpose on the part 
of the Commissioner to retire firemen in 
that borough in order to promote Manhat- 
tan men, it was generally admitted that 
there are many foremen and firemen who 
have been in the service in Brooklyn since 
it was created in 1869, who are now unable 
to pore the work expected of them. It 
is believed that many of the older men, 
rather than undergo the examination and 
be forced out, will apply for retirement. 

It is estimated that as a result of the 
Commissioner's order between 250 and 300 
firemen of all grades in Brooklyn and 
Queens will be retired.

INDIAN BILL’S PROVISIONS. 
Carries Total Appropriation of $9,415,- 
339 — Conditions Governing Open- 
ing of Uintah Reservation. 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—The Indian Ap- 
propriation bill to the Senate 
carries a total appropriation of $9,415,359 
of $973,834 over the total 
the bill passed the House. The increases 
are generally comparatively small. The 
largest item of increase is $130,000 on ac- 
count of the Delaware Indians. Authority 
is given to use the trust funds of various 
tribes of Indians to the aggregate exient of 
$1,031,191 for the settlement of obligations 

and for other purposes. 

The membership of the Dawes commission 
is restored to four in number, the House 
having reduced it to three, and an amend- 
ment is inserted making final the decisions 
of the commission as to all matters of ap- 
praisement and allotment of lands, and also 
in all matters pertaining to the right of 
citizenship in any of the five civilized 
tribes. It is made unlawful for any person 
to lay out a tract of land in the Choctaw, 
Chickasaw, Creek, or Cherokee nation in 
Indian Territory except with the permis- 
sion of the Secretary of the Interior, prior 
to the delivery of a deed to him, the offense 
being made punishable by imprisonment. 
Authority is given the Secretary of the In- 
terior to pay the Cherokee Nation warrants 
amounting to $610,000. : 

The section of the bill giving authority 
to open to settlement the Uintah Reserva- 
tion in Utah, with the consent of a ma- 
jority of the adult male Indians residing 
on the reservation, provides that eighty 
acres of irrigable land shall be first allot- 
ted to each Indian head of a family and 
forty acres to every other Indian. This 
authority is coupled with the following con- 
dition: 5 ; 

**That persons entering any of said land 
under the homestead law shall pay there- 
f at the rate of $1.25 per acre, and pro- 
vided, further, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall impair the rights of any min- 
eral lease which has been approved by the 
Secretary of the Interior, or any permit 
heretofore issued by direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to negotiate with said 
Indians for a mineral lease; but any per- 
son or yee having so obtained such 
approved mineral lease or a permit to ne- 
gotiate with said Indians for a mineral 
lease on said reservation, pending such 
time and up to thirty days before said lands 
are restored to the public domain as afore- 
said, shall have the preferential right to 
locate under the mining laws not to ex- 
ceed 640 acres of contiguous mineral land, 
except the Raven Mining Company, which 
may locate 100 mining claims of the char- 
acter of mineral mentioned in its lease.”

THE OLEOMARGARINE BILL. 


Senate Agrees to Vote on the Pending 
Measure Before Adjournment 
Next Thursday. 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—An agreement 
was reached by the Senate to-day to vote 
on the pending Oleomargarine bill before 
adjournment next Thursday. Debate on 
-the measure was continued. Mr. Heitfeld 
of Idaho opposed the bill because he*be- 
lieved that it proposed to drive the oleo- 
margarine industry to the wall. He advo- 
cated tke adoption of the substitute offered, 
as he said that would eliminate the possi- 
bility of fraud as certainly as the pending 


measure would, and would do no injustice 
to anybody. 

Mr. Gallinger of New Hampshire advo- 
cated the bill because it was a protest 
against fraud and against an industry 
‘which depended for its success upon du- 
plicity and dishonesty.” 

Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin made a legal 
and constitutional argument In support of 
the measure. He said such a tax as it im- 
posed was in the interest of the whole peo- 
ple. He declared that if the proposed tax 
of 10 cents a pound on colored oleomar- 
garine was not sufficient to deter the man- 
ufacturers from imposing upon ine 
sumers, Congress in the future would have 
to find another remedy. 

Mr. Bailey (Texas) began but did not 
complete a speech in opposition to the pend- 
ing measure. He maintained that if the 
purpose of the bill was to prevent fraud, it 
Was unnecessary, as the States of the 
Union had ample power to do that. It was 
evident, he thought, that the real purpose 
of the bill was to tax out of existence the 
oleomargarine industry.

DANISH MATTER 
BEFORE THE SENATE 


Attempt to Hold Up Purchase of 
Islands Fails. 


Senator Bacon Offers Resolution to De- 
fer Action, but, Owing to Opposi- 


tion. He Withdraws It. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—In the executive 
session the Senate to-day Senator Ba- 
con of Georgia offered a resolution request- 
ing the President to defer the issuing of 
his proclamation announcing the acquisi- 
tion of the Danish West Indies under the 
terms of the treaty recently negotiated 
with Denmark until the pending investi- 
gation of the charges of bribery made in 
connection with that treaty should be 
concluded by the House of Representa- 
tives 

The resolution provoked a smart 
which was participated in by Senators Ba- 
con and Money, both Democratic members 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, on 
the one side, and by Senators Cullom, 
Lodge, Hanna, Allison, Nelson, and other 
Republicans on the other side. 

In presenting the resolution Senator Ba- 
con said that he brought it to the at- 
tention of the Senate out of a sense of 
duty. He outlined the charges made by M. 
Gron to the effect that Capt. Christmas, 
a subject of Denmark, had said he was 
to receive 10 per cent. of the consideration 
of $5,000,000 to be paid by the United States 
to Denmark for the islands, and had men- 
tioned the names of eral persons to 
whom he had paid money. Mr. Bacon said 
that he did not for a minute accept this 
report as true,*but felt that inasmuch as 
the House had taken sufficient cognizance 
of it to order an investigation the Senate 
should take some step in view of its re- 
cent action in ratifying the treaty look- 
ing to the suspension of final action by 
this country. 

He did not believe the Senate could 
reconsider its of ratification, but 
there would be no impropriety, he thought, 
in asking the President to hold the matter 
up temporarily or finally in case it should 
be proved that the charges were not with- 
out foundation. 

Senator Bacon was interrupted frequently 
by Republican Senators, and when he took 
his seat there were several of them on the 
floor ready to respond to his suggestion. 
They agreed to a man that the Senate was 
not called on to take any action under the 
circumstances, saying that the charges had 
not been made public and were not known 
when the treaty was ratified, that the Pres- 
ident could be depended upon to perform his 
duties without any hint from the Senate, 
and that the House investigation probably 
very soon would develop that the charges 
were based upon nothing. 

Senator Cullom, as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, said that the 
treaty had received careful consideration, 
and that there was general agreement to 
the effect that the United States from both 

Strategic and economic standpoint had 
done well in acquiring the islands. Senator 
Lodge, also of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, and other Republican members 
took the same position. Senator Nelson 
said, in his opinion, to take any such step 

was contemplated by the _ resolution 
would be an insult to the Government of 
Denmark. 

Senator Hanna denied all knowledge of 
Mr. Christmas or his mission, and ex- 
pressed his opinion that the transaction, so 
far as the United States Government was 
concerned, had been perfectly clean. 

Senator Money spoke in the same vein as 

had Senator Bacon, saying that he saw no 
objection to the passage of the resolution, 
as it would only serve to delay the mat- 
ter for a brief time in case the charges 
should prove to be without foundation, 
while if it were well founded much good 
might be accomplished by delay. 
_ Senator Bacon closed the incident by say- 
ing that he would not press the resolution

action. 


NIELS GRON TESTIFIES. 


Members of Danish Upper House, Op- 
posed to Sale, Prompted Him to 
Suggest an Investigation. 
WASHINGTON, April 1.—The investiga- 
tion of charges made in connection with the 
Danish West Indies purchase was begun 
before the special committee ap- 
pointed by Speaker Henderson. Niels Gron, 
who brought the charges to the attention of 
Representative Richardson, was the first 
witness sworn by Chairman Dalzell. He 
said that in February last members of the 
Danish upper house who opposed the trans- 
fer of the Danish West Indies to the Unit- 
ed States brought to his attention the 
Christmas report. He said he was at pres- 

ent the representative of these parties. 

He told of having secured a note of in- 
troduction to Gen. Grosvenor of Ohio and 
of meeting the latter in Washington. Gen. 
Grosvenor at first spoke of laying the mat- 
ter before the proper parties in order that 
suitable action might be taken. Later Gen. 
Grosvenor concluded to lay the matter be- 
fore the Secretary of Siate. The State De- 
partment held that it could take no ac- 
tion. Mr. Gron then laid it before Repre- 
sentatives Richardson and Underwood. 

He denied that the whole matter was a 
quarrel between Christmas and _ himself 
over the commission. Mr. Gron read a 
letter stating that an old alliance between 
certain Danish men and Americans in the 
of 1897 was declared off eighteen 
months ago.

As to the interviews in which Christ- 
mas was made to say that he had had 
negotiations with Abner McKinley, which 
Christmas in his report declared had been 
instigated by Gron, the witness said that 
he had no connection with them. He did 
not know what press associations were re- 
ferred to in the Christmas reports,

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The New York Central to Spend Mill- 
ions This Summer in Improvements. 


The New York Central Railroad is pre- 
paring to spend millions of dollars this 
Summer in improvements, the plans for 
which were prepared during the past Win- 
ter. The improvements will be mostly In 
the nature of new alignment of the road- 
bed, the elimination of curves by the con- 
struction of tunnels, and the like. 

At Oriskany, near Rome, on the Mohawk 
Division of the main line to Buffalo, the 
recent floods demonstrated the necessity 
of raising the tracks. This work will ex- 
tend for a distance of about five miles in 
all, and the tracks will be raised between 
three or four feet, which will bring them 
above high water mark. There are floods 
in this neighborhood nearly every year. The 
twenty-mile stretch near Hudson, on the 
Hudson River Division, which was inun- 
dated by the floods, will not be changed, as 
the occurrence of a flood at this point is 
very rare and would not warrant the ex- 
penditure of a million or more which it 
would cost to raise the track the necessary 
ten feet to bring it above the high water 
mark, a change which would be brougnt 
about only by providing an entirely new 
location for the road. 

Two new tunnels are to be driven through 
solid rock in order to straighten out some 
troublesome curves on the main line be- 
tween New York and Aibany. One of these 
will be 300 feet long, and will be cut 
through the rock at a point between Peeks- 
kill and Garrisons, where the tracks now 
run between the water and the rocky cliff. 
This will eliminate one of the curves of the 
road well known to tourists. 

Just across the river, a little below West 
Point, a weli-known landmark on the West 
Shore Road will be eliminated. This is the 
long steel bridge which runs over an inlet 
of the river, where there is a cleft in the 
hills. In order to avoid the reconstruction 
of this bridge and to eliminate a long curve 
of which it is a part a tunnel will be driven 
through the rock for a length of 800 feet. 

Another long curve near tamous btony 
Point on the West Shore will be removed 
by the construction of a heavy open cut, 
which will require the excavation of 360,00U 
cubic yards. 

There will also be grade reductions on 
the Fall Brook Branch of the Pennsylvania 
Division, which will also be double tracked, 
and where many new sidetracks will be 
constructed. 


WESTERN MARYLAND SALE. 


Bearing on the Deal of a Letter from 
Vice President Green of the 


Pennsylvania. 
Stecial to The New York Times. 
BALTIMORE, Md., April 1.—Members of 
the Fuller syndicate and the Varney Phil- 
adelphia syndicate arrived this evening to 
attend the open meeting of the City Coun- 
cil’s committee to-morrow afternoon, at 
which the committee will likely either an- 
nounce the acceptance of one of the four 
bids for the Western Maryland Railroad, 
or a recommendation that the bidders be 
given more time to revise their proposals. 
Since the statement yesterday of the 
President of the Wabash that, in the event 
of the West Virginia Central syndicate se- 
curing the Western Maryland, there would 
in his opinion be a connection with the 
Wabash system, the sentiment of members 
of councils and business men has been more 
favorable to the Fuller syndicate, which 
claims to control West Virginia Central. 
An open letter, however, to be published 
in the Baltimore papers to-morrow morn- 
ing from Vice President Green of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad may alter this sentiment. 
The letter states “‘ that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company has not been asked and 
does not propose to release the West V ir- 
ginia Central and Pittsburg Railway Com- 
pany from performance of the covenants 
undertaken by it, and it is but just to the 
City of Baltimore to state these facts, so 
that it may understand the obligations 
resting upon the West Virginia Central. 
This statement of Vice President Green 
is in reply to a statement made before City 
Council's Committee that the contracts be- 
tween the West Virginia Central, the Pied- 
mont-and Cumberland Railway Company 
and the Pennsylvania, made on May 21, 
1886, were not in force and had been abro- 
gated by mutual consent. This contract, 
Vice President Green explains, was made 
to enable the West Virginia Central to se- 
eure the funds to build the Piedmont and 
Cumberland Ratiway, and that road was 
built to give the West Virginia Central 
connection with the Pennsylvania system. 
To aid in accomplishing this result, the 
Pennsylvania agreed to set aside a_ per- 
centage of its receipts from the traffic in- 
terchanged with the West Virginia Central 
and to use such portion thereof as‘might 
be necessary to meet the interest accruing 
upon the Piedmont and Cumberland Rail- 
way Company bonds. c A 
Mr. Green also says that the West Vir- 
ginia Central has been since the making 
of that contract and is now bound to de- 
liver to the Pennsylvania upon its request 
at least 50 per cent. of all its coal and 
other competitive traffic destined to points 
that can be reached by the Pennsylvania. 
Mayor Hayes has unalterably opposed any 
deal in which the interested railroads were 
affiliated or controlled by the Pennsylvania.

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| BASEBALL MEN AT PEACE "THE PERSONAL TAX LIST, 


National League Owners Discuss 
an Eight-Ciub Schedule. 


YOUNG CHOSEN TO PRESIDE 


Spalding Faction, However, May Appeal 
from the Recent Court Decision— 
Meeting Continues To-day. 


After many months of wrangling between 
the owners of baseball clubs in the Na- 
tional League, the leaders on both sides of 
the chasm of dissension met tast night at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel and, so far.as re- 
ported, held a peaceful session. It was 
after 8 o'clock when they began business, 
and the first thing they did was to unani- 
mously select ‘“* Nick”? Young as presiding 
officer. 

The all-important question of adopting a 
schedule of playing dates for this season 
was taken up. Three schedules were pre- 
sented—one .prepared by ‘‘ Nick’’ Young, 
another by F. De Haas Robison of St. 
Louis, and the third by President Ebbets 
of the Brooklyn Club. 

After comparing the dates and talking the 
matter over for a couple of hours, the 
meeting adjourned until 2 o'clock this after- 
noon. Just which schedule will be chosen 
er whether a compromise on all three will 
be the result of the discussion is problem- 
atical, but all agree that an arrangement 
of dates which will prove satisfactory to 
every one concerned is assured. 

The representatives of the four clubs, 
Chicago, Brooklyn, Pittsburg, and Phila- 
delphia, who have taken the Spalding end 
of the argument since the disruption which 
occurred last December, were at the hotel 
early in the evening, and held a confer- 
ence with their respective lawyers, Alfred 
Kiddle, John M. Ward, H. 8S. Northrup, and 
Gol. John i. Rogers. While none of them 
would discuss what action would be taken 
by them when the meeting was called to 
order, it was learned on good authority 
that they had decided to appeal from the 
decision handed down by Judge Truax last 
Saturday. This means that A. G. Spalding 
will not file an answer to the complaint 
of the Freedman faction but will fight it 
out before the Appellate Court. 

Another rumor afloat was to the effect 
that Mr. Spalding might withdraw and 
clear the way for the election of a Presi- 
dent to succeed N. E. Young of Washing- 
ton, who has acted in that capacity for 
many years. 

The name of E. B. Talcott as a probable 
choice for this important position was 
spoken of freely and his presence in the 
hotel during the evening was taken as an 
indication that overtures had been made to 
him in this direction. When asked whether 
such was the case and, if so, would he ac- 
cept the responsibility of the executive of- 
ficer of the National League, Mr. Talcott 
said: 

“It has not been offered to me and my 
presence here is simply on account of my 
keen interest in the welfare of the game. I 
sincerely hope to see this tangle “straight- 
ened out and an end put to all this fric- 
tion, which has delayed the business of the 
league so long.”’

GUDEN GLEEFUL, DIKE WROTH. 


Justice Gaynor’s Sheriff 
of Kings County, was well satisfied with 
himself yesterday. Guden being a jailless 
Sheriff, and having a prisoner handed over 
to him by the court on Monday afternoon 
to be locked up, took the man to Sheriff 
Dike’s jail in Raymond Street, shoved him 


in there with the commitment papers, and 
then ran away. 

Sheriff Dike’s men at the jail promptly 
chased the prisoner out again, and the be- 
wildered man wandered away and lost 
himself with the commitment papers in his 
pocket. Guden felt gleeful yesterday, be- 
cause he believed that he had placed Col. 
Dike “in a hole’ with regard to the pris- 
oner, contending that the Colonel was re- 
sponsible for his safe-keeping. Dike was 
wroth over 4he matter. 

‘This business may appeal very strongly 
to Mr. Guden’'s peculiar sense of humor,” 
said Gov.

SHOOTING A THIEF ILLEGAL. 


NEWARK, N. J., April 1.—Chief Justice 
Gummere, in charging the Grand Jury to- 
day, called attention to the recent shoot- 
ing of Charles Heidt, a thief, by Michael 
Sheridan, a railroad watchman, who had 
been knocked down by Heidt after the lat- 
ter had been caught stealing brass jour- 
nals. 

The Chief Justice declared that Sheridan 
had no more right to shoot the fleeing man 
than the jurymen the court was addressing. 
He further declared that Sheridan was 
fsuilty of a criminal homicide, the degree of 
which must depend on his intention at the 
time he fired the shot. The charge caused 
somewhat of a sensation.

the former National champion, were the 
winners yesterday in the opening matches 
of the tournament for the court tennis 
championship of America. The scene of 
the tournament was’ the courts of the New 
York Racquet and Tennis Club, West 
Forty-first Street. Each of the men gained 
his victory by 3 sets to 1, although the 
match in which Dinsmore triumphed was 
the closer and more exciting. 

When Dinsmore and Austin Potter of the 
Boston Athletic Association stepped into 
the court for the first competition there 
was a good delegation of clubmen present, 
which included experts from Chicago, led 
by Hugo Johnstone, Boston, and Phila- 
delphia. They occupied every available 
seat. 

The New Yorker, Dinsmore, took the first 
and second’ sets by comparatively easy 
scores, Potter appeared to be handicapped 
by the strange court and bungled repeated- 
ly in making returns. At the beginning 
of the third set Potter signalized his entry 
into the contest by sending tHe ball.force- 
fully to the grille corner. He was also 
possessed of a complete mastery of the 
angles and forced Dinsmore into difficul- 
ties with such persistence that he won the 
set in splendid fashion. 

The Bostonian made a stubborn resistance 
in the fourth set, and slashed the ball re- 
lentlessly. At first he was not accurate 
enough, and Dinsmore got the lead at 3 
games to 1. Potter was equal to the call, 
however, and demonstrated that he had 
plenty in reserve, for he again sent the 
ball to the grille corner with such effect- 
iveness that he pulled the score in games 
to deuce, 5 all. On the eleventh and twelfth 
games Dinsmore won out by service and 
captured the match. His method of serving 
is very like that of Crane and Stockton. 
The swift, overhand, mechanical stroke, 
known as the ‘‘ American’ service, and 
developed here by Tom Pettit, the pro- 
fessional. Throughout the contest Pottér 
gave Dinsmore an abundance of short 
chases. Both were too free in playing the 
side walls, and this marred the interest in 
the game.

LEGAL VICTORY FOR 
ORGANIZED LABOR 


The Right to Strike Affirmed by the 
Court of Appeals. 


Operatives, Says Decision, May Lawful- 
ly Refuse to Work with Non-Union 
Men Whose Carelessness En- 
dangers Life. 


ALBANY, April 1—The question of 
whether or not members of a labor union 
have the right to decline to work with non- 
union men and to order a strike to have 
such right respected was determined in the 
affirmative by the Court of Appeals to-day 
in a decision handed down in the case of 
the National Protective Association of 
Steam Fitters and Helpers and Charles Mc- 
Queed, appellant, against James M. Cum- 
ming and Patrick J. Duff, as Treasurer of 
the Enterprise Association, impleaded 
with others. 

The court is divided in its decision, the 
prevailing opinion being written by Chief 
Judge Parker and concurred in by Judges 
Gray, O’Brien, and Haight. It is dissented 
from by Judges Bartlett, Martin, and Vann. 

In his opinion Judge Parker holds: 

“It is not the duty of one man to work 
for another unless he has agreed to, and if 
he has so agreed, but for no fixed period, 
either may end a contract whenever he 
chooses. The one may work or refuse to 
work at will, and the other may hire or dis- 
charge at will. 

“ Workingmen have the right to organize 
for the purpose of securing higher wages, 
shorter hours of labér, or improving their 
relations with their employers. They have 
the right to strike, provided the object is not 
to gratify malice or inflict injury upon oth- 
ers, but to secure better terms of employ- 


ment for themselves. A peaceful and or- 
derly strike is not in violation of law. 

“A body of men who have organized for 
purposes deemed beneficial to themselves 
nave the right when they feel it is detri- 
mental to the interest of their organization, 
to refuse to work. Their reasons may seem 
inadequate to others, but if it seems to be 
in their interest as members of an organi- 
zation to refuse longer to work, it is their 
legal right to do so. 

“If the conduct of the members of an or- 
ganization is legai in itseiz, it does not be- 
come illegal because the organization di- 
rects one of its members to state the reason 
for its conduct. Whenever the courts can 
see thai a refusal of members of an organ- 
ization to work with non-members may be 
in the interests of the several members, it 
will not assume in the absence of a finding 
to the contrary that the object of -such re- 
fusal was solely to gratify malice and to 
inflict injury upon such non-members. 

“One of the objections sometimes urged 
against labor organizations is that unskill- 
tul workmen receive as large compensation 
as those thoroughly competent. The ex- 
amination as to qualifications required by 
the defendant associations tends to do 
ay. with the force of that objection as to 
them. 

“The defendants had the right to strike 
for any reason they deemed a just one, 
and had the right to notify their employer 
of their purpose to strike. I am unable to 
see how it is possible to deny the right of 
the defendant organization and their mem- 
bers to refuse to work’ with non-members, 
when in the event of injury by the care- 
lessness of such co-employes, the burden 
would have to be borne by the injured 
without compensation from the employer 
and with no financial responsibility on the 
part of those causing the injury. 

“So long as workmen must assume al] 
the risk of injury that may come to them 
through the carelessness of co-employes, 
they have the moral and legal right to say 
that they will not work with certain men, 
and the employer must take their dictation 
or go without their services. The defend- 
ant association, as appears from the find- 
ings, wanted to put their men in the place 
of certain men at work who were non- 
members, working for smaller pay, and 
they set about doing it in a perfectly law- 
ful manner. They determined that if it 
were necessary they would bear the bur- 
den and expense of a strike to accomplish 
that result, and in so determining they 
were clearly within their rights. 

“A labor organization is endowed with 
precisely the same legal right as is an in- 
dividual to threaten to do that which it 
may lawfully do.”’ 


LAWYER STECKLER’S VIEWS. 


Lawyer Charles Steckler 
satisfaction at the decision 
of Appeals when seen vesterday. 

‘*It is the greatest victory that labor or- 
ganizations bave ever obtained in this 
State, and will be a means of preventing 
strikes in the future,”’ said Mr. Steckler. 

The case was fought in its primal stages 
by Supreme Court Justice Aifred Steckler, 
brother of Charles Steckler, but he was 
forced to relinquish it upon his appoint- 
ment to the Supreme Bench by Gov. Odell. 
The plaintiffs in the beginning of the action 
obtained a temporary injunction against 
their rivals, restraining tnem from ipter- 
fering with their members in their cork. 

After the continuance of this temporary 
injunction had ccme up for argument be- 
fore Justice Truax, he, holding the case for 
a long time, aecided that this was a case 
or conspiracy and of unlawful acts, and 
he made the injunction permanent. From 
this Alfred Steckler appealed to_the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court. 

The decision was rendered there in two 
opinions written by Justices McLaughlin 
and Ingraham, reversing this judgment and 
sustaining the contention of Mr. Steckler, 
that the men had a constitutional right to 
refuse to work with whom they pleased 
and to quit a job if non-union men were 
employed. The court said further that this 
was a Constituticnal right which the men 
had so long as they resorted to no vio- 
lence. The case was argued before the 
Court of Appeals on Jan. 15.

RECORD LOAD OF IMMIGRANTS. 


Steamship Batavia frem Bremen Brings 


2,686 Steerage Passengers. 

The steamship Batavia of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Line arrived at this port* yes- 
terday with 2,696 steerage passengérs 
aboard. That is by far the greatest num- 
ber of persons who were compelled to come 
in the hold of a ship that the company 
has ever brought to this port. On March 
28, 1901, the steamer Grosser Kurfurst 
brought 1,954. 

Not all of this great load of immigrants 
who left the Old World arrived here yes- 
terday. Four died on the voyage, which 
took thirteen days, and included a day or 
two of rough weather. The Batavia is not 
really one of the North German Lloyd 
ships, but was chartered by the company 
from the Hamburg-American Line. 

Those who died during the voyage were 
Mojik Matey, a Hungarian, forty-seven 
years old, and who died by fracturing his 
skull by falling into the lower hold of the 
ship; an old woman named Jurgentje Ack- 
erman, a Frieslander, who died of senility, 


and one child, who died of scarlet fever, 
and still another, who died of pneumonia. 
They were buried at sea. 

The great majority of this large load of 
immigrants came in couple—and they were 
nearly all young couples. Of the entire 
shipment 103 were children and 39 babies. 
Strange to say, the children included sev- 
eral sets of twins. The steamer started 
from Bremen, and the great majority were 
Germans. There were, however, a large 
number of Roumanians, Italians, Russians, 
and Hungarians aboard.

Upper West Side Service Crippled 
by Subway Blast. 


Temporary Repairs Made in Less than 
Six Hours—Not the First Acci- 
dent of This Sort. 


The territory from Sixty-seventh Street 
north to the Harlem River and west from 
Third Avenue to the North River for nearly 
six hours yesterday was without fire pro- 
tection. The cable containing the Fire De- 
partment wires was severed at Broadway 
and One Hundred and Third Street at 9:30 
yesterday morning by a piece of timber 
which had been projected in the air by a 
biast in the subway, and as a result ten 
circuits of wires connecting with 354 fire 
alarm boxes in the above mentioned terri- 
tory were put out of service. 

Fire Commissioner Sturgis rushed -every 
available lineman to work on the damaged 
cables, and at 3 o'clock temporary repairs 
had put all the boxes in working order. 

This is not the first accident of the kind 
that has occurred, and at Fire Headquar- 
ters yesterday it was said that all the 
trouble has been confined to Section VI. of 
the subway, from Sixty-fourth Street to 
One Hundred and Fourth Street, where the 
work is in charge of Sub-contractor Will- 
iam Bradley. In that section it was said 
by Fire Department officials that repairs 
had to be made to an average of one or 
two cables or pipes daily, and that last 
year just 300 days’ work had been done on 
Fire Department property in and around 
Section VI. of the subway. 

The reason assigned is that in the other 
sections the contractors have built along- 
side the main sybway trench, and about 
eighteen inches below the surface, a sep- 
arate subway for the accommodation of 


the gas, water, and fire pipes; but in Sec- 
tion VI., while the gas and water pipes-are 
taken care of, the fire wire cables are 
merely shored up in the trench. The blast- 
ing operations are carried.on immediately 
beneath, and from this cause and on ac- 
count of the hoisting work the Fire Depart- 
ment pipes, which contain from two to thir- 
ty cables, suffer almost daily damage. | 
On two occasions fire alarm boxes on the 
plot which runs up the centre of the Boule- 
vard were caught by the hoisting bucket 
and thrown into the subway trench. Many 
complaints have been made, and about 
three months ago, when some boxes be- 
tween Sixty-fourth Street and One Hundred 
and Tenth Streets were put out of commis- 
sion by a blast, Fire Chief Croker wrote a 
letter complaining of the damage to the 
system. Nothing so far, however, has come 
of the complaints. ; 
Officials of the Fire Department said 
vesterday that unless in that section of 
the subway better means were taken to 
protect the Fire Department cables it was 
possible that an accident might occur at 
any moment so a in extent that it 
could not be repaired soon enough to in- 
sure adequate fire protection to that ter-

THE PATROLMEN’S REVOLT. 


(Telegram. ] 
Lakehurst, N. J., April 1. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

We had supposed that the administration 
was going to reform the police. It looks 
as though the police were going to reform 
the administration. C. H. PARKHURST. 


There is always the chance or the pos- 
sibility that Mayor Low, Commissioner 
PARTRIDGE, and District Atorney JEROME 
had antecedent knowledge of the inten- 
tion of the patrolmen of the Twentieth 
Precinct to rebel against the system of 
protection which made liars of them 
and something worse than liars of those 
to whom they were responsible. The 
public has no actual information, how- 
ever, that the Mayor or the 
sioner of Police either instigated or were 
privy to the sudden determination of the 
patrolmen to obey and enforce the law. 
Whether Commissioner PARTRIDGE did 
know of it or did not, we think he has 
missed probably the greatest opportunity 
of his life by failing to give to the patrol- 
men engaged in the revolt the encour- 
agement and support of strong words 
promptly spoken. 

The case of the District Attorney is 
different. Everyhody sees his direct re- 
lation to the revolt. The uniformed force 
has observed and has been advised of 
his preparations to punish patrolmen 
who fail to do their duty in respect to 
violations of the excise law. They have 
been required by the station house au- 
thorities when returning from patrol 
duty to sign slips declaring that they 
saw no instances of violations of law. 
These “clean” slips constituted a good 
defense for their Captains against any 
charges that might be brought. For the 
patrolmen themselves they would be- 
come in every 
case where violations of law which they 
must have observed or should have ob- 
served might be established on the testi- 
mony of an independent force of de- 
tectives. The patrolmen were actually 
putting their heads into a noose, and the 
other end of the rope was in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s hands. 

Whatever may have been the motive 
of the revolt, it is immensely reform- 
atory.

INTERNATIONAL PURE FOOD 
AGREEMENT. 

Any unfavorable comment on the ac- 
tion of Germany in ruling against Amer- 
ican meats treated with chemical pre- 
servatives would seem to be effectually 
estopped by the announcement that un- 
der the new meat inspection law, which 
goes into effect Oct. 1, 1902, not only the 
importation of such meat, but its pro- 
duction and sale in Germany, is pro- 
hibited. Advices to the State Depart- 
ment frem Consul ALBERT, at Brunswick, 
aré to the effect that the prohibited pre-

servatives include borax and its salts, 
sulphuric acid and its salts, formalde- 
hyde, alkali hydroxides and carbonates, 
fluoric acid and its salts, sulphites and 
hydrosulphites, salicylic acid and its 
salts, and the salts of chlorine. This 
seems to cover everything in general 
use for food preservation, as well as 
some substances not usually so employed. 

There can be no objection on the part 
of the German Government to the exclu- 
sion by this country of German meat 
preparations containing either of these 
harmful antiseptics, of wine found to 
contain salicylic acid, of beer treated 
with fluorides, or of delicatessen ren- 
dered unfit for use by the presence of 
benzoic acid. Friendly co-cperation in 
the suppression of a trade forbidden by 
German law will make for good, and if 
effectual in excluding unwholesome food 
products of German make from this mar- 
ket should be largely beneficial to Ger- 
in encouraging trade with this 
country. Our action in this matter need 
assume the character of retaliation only 
if it is found that, while excluding meats 
treated with antiseptics, Germany per- 
mits the use of such substances in her 
own food industries and continues to 
send us stuff which we are warranted 
by her own standards of official judg- 
ment in rejecting as deleterious.

The admirable report of the Par- 
liamentary commission appointed to in- 
vestigate the use of preservatives and 
coloring matter in foods is, on the whole, 
strongly unfavorable to their use, recom- 
mending that certain of those now large- 
ly employed be entirely prohibited and 
that in the case of others the maximum 
amount permitted be so small that it is 
doubtful if any preservative action would 
attend their employment. It emphasizes 
the fact that nothing of the sort should 
ever be used in food preparations con- 
sumed invalids and children, and, 
since it is impossible to insure that in- 
valids and children will not partake of 
any food preparations permitted to be 
this limitation is equivalent to 
recommending that the sale of those con- 
taining antiseptics be prohibited. With 
Germany, Great Britain, and the United 
States in substantial agreement and co- 
operating in suppressing this traffic in 
sophisticated food prepara- 
and beverages, France would 

fall into line, and not much 
would remain to be done to establish 
standards which would be everywhere

THE METRIC FORCE BILL. 

The “pernicious activity" of those 
who are trying to crowd the metric sys- 
tem of weights and measures upon the 
country has been so far successful] that 
they have succeeded in inducing the 
House Committee on Coinage, Weights, 
and Measures to report favorably the 
Shaforth bill, which imposes it upon 
every department of the United States, 
Government and makes it “the” legal 
standard after July 1, 1904, in all un- 
official work and trade. For this result 
the country is largely indebted to Dr. 8S. 
W. StrraTToNn, Director of the Bureau of 
Standards. 

The unofficial expression of “ views” 
by the Attorney General, to the effect 


that the bill does not penalize the con- 
tinued use of the English system by 
private individuals, has been proclaimed 
as divesting the Shaforth bill of its 
mandatory character. For this much of 
concession to the views of such manu- 
facturers of high grade machinery and 
instruments of precision as William 
Sellers & Co., Brown & Sharpe Manufac- 
turing Company, Pratt & Whitney Com- 
pany, the Niles-Bement-Pond Company, 
the Westinghouse Electric and Manufac- 
turing Company, the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers, and most of 
the manufacturers for whom it is as- 
serted the metric system has special 
advantages, they claim great credit. The 
spirit which has prompted this propa- 
ganda would be glad to see it made a 
State prison offense to speak or even 
think in feet, inches, pounds, or other 
crude units of the so-called English sys- 
tem; but with admirable self-restraint 
they are temporarily content with legis- 
latiébn which places every practicable 
obstacle in the way of retaining in ordi- 
nary use the familiar standards which 
from evéry point of view are really very 
much better than the arbitrary and 
practically inconvertible standards of 
the French system. 

Congress has a perfect right to force 
any standards it pleases upon the Army 
and Navy Departments, but to do so in 
the case of the metric system will entail 
indescribable inconvenience and incalcu- 
lable cost. For the army it means the 
change of all expressions for calibres of 
arms and ammunition, all dimensions of 
plans, and all specifications, into deci- 
mals which, to approximate accuracy, 
must be carried out to practical infinity. 
For the Navy Department it means, 
among a thousand other things, the 
abandonment of the United States 
standard screw thread for bolts and 
nuts, and the substitution for the con- 
venient two-foot rule in the hands of 
its mechanics of the micrometer capable 
of measuring to the ten-thousandth of 
an inch. Its new nomenclature will not 
be intelligible to the average mechanic 
for the next twenty-five years, for the 
reason that it is as impossible for one 
trained to the unit of the foot and its 
binary subdivisions to think in millim- 
eters as for a farmer to think of land 
areas in grains of sand instead of acres, 
or to estimate his crop in kernels of 
wheat instead of bushels. To effect the 
changes which the Shaforth bill so airily 
prescribes will cost more than the cap- 
ital of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, and benefit no one except the 
specialists of the Bureau of Standards 
who, to avoid the concession of express- 
ing their results in terms conforming 
to the accepted standards to which every 
detail of American shop equipment is 
adjusted, deem it entirely proper to im- 
pose upon the people of this. country 
the yet more difficult task of convert- 
ing feet and inches into millimeters to 
the seventh place of decimals. 

The metric system is already a legal 
standard. Any one may use it who 
wants to; it is because so few want to 
that the advocates of the system are 
impatient. Those for whom the subject 
has inte 2st should Tose no time in com- 
municating with their Senators and Rep- 
resentatives. Further legislation on the 
subject is wholly. undesirable and en- 
tirely unnecessary. 


POOR POLICE CAPTAINS ! 


While our sympathy is of course going 
out to the Mayor and the Police Com- 
missioner, standing aghast at the show- 
ing how feasible it really was to enforce 
the excise law, and how farcical the pre- 
tenses that they have been making that 
it was enforced, there is another class of 
public servants who equally claim the 
sympathetic tear. 

Of course we mean the Captains of 
police. One of them yesterday took the 
bull by the horns. He told his men that 
he did not, as they might naturally ap- 
prehend that he would, bear any spite 
against them for doing their duty and

court with them 
moral support through the ordeal of ar- 
raigning liquor dealers for violating the 
law. ( 

This is all very well. The personal sit- 
uation of this Police Captain we do not 
happen to know. For all we know he 
may be living on his pay. Or there may 
be some Police Captain in this city who 
performs this feat. There may be some 
officer of his Majesty's Coldstream 
Guards who does the same thing. But 
in. either case he is a rare bird in the 
land and very like a black swan. In 
either case the strong presumption is 
that the incumbent of the position has 
“private means.” The private means of 
Police Captains differ from those of 
guardsmen in being legitimate objects 
of public curiosity. 

Promotion by purchase has been abol- 
ished in the British Army. Nobody sup- 
poses that it has been abolished in the 
police force. There were some Captains 
made, during the administration of 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT, Without the pay- 
ment of a dollar. That was an event 
without precedent. Nobody supposes 
that it was imitated in any promotion 
whatever in the days of VAN Wyck, 
MvurpHyY, and Dervery. So that for a 
Police Captain to live on his pay includes 
the reimbursement of the thousands he 
paid for his promotion. This payment 
was not ‘on the installment plan.” It 
had to be made at once. It is the Cap- 
tain’s business to get it back out of his 
precinct. 

Mr. JEROME, before he was District 
Attorney, made it unsafe and unprofit- 
able for pool sellers to pay for the pro- 
tection which he saw to it that they did 
not get. Now the patrolmen, by a move- 
ment which will of course spread 
throughout the force, have made it un- 
profitable for the saloon keepers to pay 
for the protection which they do not ge}, 


the money he was forced to pay for his

AN IMPENDING SCANDAL. 

If anything were still required to prove 
the unfitness of the present Director of 
the Metropolitan Museum for the place 
he incumbers it would be the wish, ex- 
pressed now many times by him and 
printed in divers newspapers without 
denial, that the big bronze called ‘“ Sat- 
urnalia,”’ designed by Bionp1, should be 
bought and made part of the permanent 
sculpture in the museum. 

No one expects Director pi CESNOLA to 
know anything about the fine arts, for 
his life and writings on the Cypriote an- 
tiques, whose value he promptly de- 
stroyed by foolish cleansings and restora- 
tions, are there to stop the mouths of 
those who are personally his well wish- 
ers. But so long as the managers of the 
Metropolitan continue to keep him as 
Director he would do well to avoid any- 
thing that exposes his ignorance to the 
public. Americans are so good natured 
and easy going, many of them are so 
blind to the requisites to be expected 
from a man at the head of a great mu- 
seum, that the Director's gallant services 
in the civil war seem to them to war- 
rant his retention, although he is the 
laughing stock of those who know what 
the Boston and Chicago museums get 
from men in such positions, not to speak 
of the great European art museums. 
Apparently this indifference or ignorance 
is permitting the grave incompetency of 
the Director to pass unrebuked. 

Since the death of Dupre of Florence 
there has been no sculptor in Italy to 
whom the world turns for work that 
connoisseurs heartily commend. But 
this group by Bronpt, if it can be called 
a group, is so uncommonly offensive in 
technical qualities and so disgusting in 
subject that one stands appalled at the 
abyss to which modern Italian sculpture 
. has sunk, when it is sent to France and 
the United States as representative of 
the plastic work of a great nation which 
at one time led the world in art and still 
from time to time produces a master. 
The thing is so bad that to suppose a 
community in this country would ever 
accept it as a gift implies an insult to 
the National intelligence. One might 
have supposed that a man who has 
passed forty years of his life here would 
have learned more respect for Americans 
than to dream they would desire such a 
crude and barbarous work as the “ Sat- 
urnalia,”’ disguised though its essential 
vulgarity may be by a pretense of his- 
torical verity. It is a confused line of 
staggering drunken people, ladies and 
harlots, Pretorians and Roman Senators, 
pitilessly modeled out in the round and 
larger than life, in bronze—and 
placed, strange as the tale may read, as 
the centrepiece in the new Fifth Avenue 
wing of the Metropolitan Museum! This 
is a scandal and an outrage. Consules

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—In explanation—or was it in defense?— 
of the fact that the receiving teller of the 
Riverside Bank was receiving only $900 a 
year after nine years ef highly satisfactory 
service, an official of that institution is 
quoted as saying that young BELL, instead 
of complaining about the smaliness of his 
salary, had expressed gratitude for his last 
“raise,” and that the bank’s officers, 
knowing that Betti had a little money of 
his own, had thought that he regarded his 
position chiefly as an opportunity to get 
business training. That thanks were spoken 
for an advance of pay, however belated or 
however inadequate, hardly proves that the 
teller was content with his remuneration, 
and the absence of complaint may have 
been due to a knowledge or a belief that 
efforts to hasten the slow process of wage 
increment would be worse than useless. 
The reference to an opportunity to get 
business training is gently humorous. Nine 
years is a somewhat prolonged period of 
preparation, and that, at its close, the 
bank officers should still have been looking 
at the young man as a student or appren- 
tice, lucky rather than otherwise to be 
making a bare living, is a fact, some will 
think, closely related to the unhappy out- 
come of their method of keeping down ex- 
penses. It is, of course, the part of wis- 
dom, when circumstances—kind relatives, 
usually—permit it, for young men entering 
upon a business career, to think more of 
what they are learning than of what they 
are getting, and their employers can rea- 
sonably expect them to remember that for 
a while the beginner’s services are worth 
less than nothing. But this reasonable ex- 
pectation not only can be, but often is, car- 
ried to unreasonable lengths, and a man 
who has worked for one employer nine 
years certainly ought to have passed the 
time for meking returns for early instruc- 
ticn. We are not forgetful of the fact that 
the great prizes in the banking business 
are very great, indeed, and that therefore 
bank clerks can afford to be more patient 
than clerks of some other kinds, but still— 
well, we are not surprised that young 
BELL's employers feel the need of explain- 
fing-—or is it of defending?—the way they 
treated him. 


——Though the New Jersey Assembly last 
week passed by a vote of 43 to 7 the bill in- 
troduced by Assemblyman EDGAR WILL- 
1AMs of Orange to prohibit pigeon shooting 
in that State, President Francis of the Sen- 
ate sent it to a committee whose Chair- 
man, Senator Epwarp S8. LEE of Atlantic 
County, was known to be a firm friend of 
the bird butchers, and there the bill has 
been ruthlessly slaughtered, a formal re- 
fusal to report it out having made further 
legislative action on the matter impossible 
at this session. Of course the members of 
the committee were perfectly well aware 
that the Assembly vote expressed very ac- 
eurately the sentiment of the press and 
people of New Jersey, put the various “ in- 
fluences "’ exerted by the gun clubs of the 
State and those of other States, particular- 
ly New York and Pennsylvania, were 
strong enough to inspire the courage 
requisite for defying the popular will, 
plainly and strongly as it has been voiced 
since the Williams bill was introduced, and 
the result is that for another year New 
Jersey must be disgraced by tlie wholesale 
murdering and mutilation of helpless pig- 
eons under the pretense of “‘ sport.'" Nat- 
urally enough, this triumph of scoundrels 
and cowards over decency and civilization 
has created intense irritation among repu- 
table Jerseymen, and many of the State 
papers express this feeling in terms of un- 
measured condemnation for all who took 
part in the miserable little plot against a 
bill which could not possibly have been de- 
feated by fair means. Referring to Sena- 
tor Lez, The Newark Call. for instance, 


says: ‘‘ Under the system of legislation by 
committees, one shameless supporter of 
brutal sport has been able to defy the de- 
mands of the people of the State as voiced 
in the press and expressed also in the de- 
cisive vote of the popular House of the 
Legislature. To tell him that he thereby 
made himself the object of public contempt 
and indignation would be a waste of words. 
He is not troubled by the sensitiveness to 
which men of finer grain are susceptible.” 
The Call declares, however, that the State 
will not long give a home to the bird tor- 
turers, nor permit tricky Senators to defy 
its will. The fight against pigeon shooting 
will be renewed next year, and it is to be 
expected that New Jersey will then turn 
defeat into victory, just as New York did. 


-——Praise from the German press for the 
results of American rule in the Philippines 
is praise, indeed, and possibly will impress 
even those Bostonians who reject the testi- 
mony of our own officers in the islands as of 
no value. Mr. Simon W. HANAUER, the 
United States Vice Consul General at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, reports that an ar- 
ticle now going the rounds of the German 
press calls the attention of German manu- 
facturers and exporters to.favorable open- 
ings for trade in the Philippines, mention- 
ing, among other things, a growing de- 
mand there for sawmills, small locomobiles, 
agricultural implements, machines and tools 
for mining, electrical machines and ap- 
paratus, &c. The article concludes thus: 
“The grand wealth of these islands, so 
sadly neglected during Spanish domination, 
is now becoming developed as the natives 
gradually discern how much better their 
industry and activity find recompense un- 
der the beneficent and safe rule of the 
American administration.’"” Mr. HANAUER 
notes the wide difference between the 
spirit shown in these remarks and that 
demonstrated by the German press during 
and for some time after the Spanish war, 
and he says that it evidences recognition 
at last of the fact that American ‘“ expan- 
sion’ is something that benefits even Eu- 
ropean trade interests. A question-beg- 
ging correspondent begged us the other 
day to abandon the Administration and 
join him in denouncing its colonial policy 
because the Government of the Philippines 
was oppressive and incompetent. It did 
not occur to him to prove the oppression 
and the incompetency, preferring, in his 
characteristic anti-imperialistic way to as- 
sume them. That was, but is not, the 
German way, and in time it may cease to 
be the way of anybody except a few irrecon- 
cilables who are blinded by the gleam from 
the gilded dome of a certain public build- 
ing which is set on a hill and cannot be hid. 


Why Meat Prices are Higher. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It may be remarked, and not parenthet- 
ically either, that the consumers of beef 
and other meat products who are now com- 
plaining so bitterly of the high price of 
meat need not expect that animals fattened 
on sixty-cent corn can be sold as cheaply 
as those fattened on thirty-cent corn, or 
even fifteen-cent, as often happens in the 
great corn belt. 

The shortage in the corn crop is responsi- 
ble for the increased price of meat, and no 


=" or anti-combine will overcome that 
act. 

If Providence should vouchsafe a bounti- 
ful corn crop this year, meats will be 
cheaper. That is the long and short of it, 
sensational articles in sensational news- 
papers regarding combines of packers and 
eeterere to the contrary notwithstand- 
ng. 

A shortage of 700,000,000 of bushels of 
corn in 1901 has worked havoc in the sup- 
ply of well-fattened animals for consump- 
tion.

Fine Paintings by the Secessionists Ad- 
dressed to the Few and Far 


Between. 

The Sacred Ten have foregathered this 
year, taken themselves in hand, whipped 
up the laggardsand malingerers, and stepped 
out together as one man. There was need, 
after the somewhat indifferent exhibitions 
of the past two years, and in view of the 
superior attractions offered by the Society 
of American Artists, from which they se- 
ceded. People were beginning to ask how 
they justified their secession. The answer 
comes this Spring at the Durand-Ruel Gal- 
leries, where a single apartment holds their 
entire exhibit. 

It is well to have comparatively few 
pictures in an exhibition, and they more 
or less sympathetic in tone, and it is well 
to see the pictures of the same man side 
by side, instead of scattered among works 
by others. It is also very pleasing to those 
who -love pictures for the way they ure 
painted rather than the story they tell to 
find a little knot of painters with kindred 
aims and kindred limitations exposing each 
a few of his cleverest and technically finest 
works as a sample of his talent and a 
record of the proficiency he has attained. 

Of the present exhibition it may be said 
that in one picture or another it marks 
the highest point yet attained by at least 
five of the ten artists. The portrait of 
his grandmother by Edward Simmons nas 
worthily a place of honor on the west wall, 
for it is a splendid example of the likeness 
which depends on the character of the sit- 
ter and the inner force of the brushwork, 
not on accessories or adventitious matters. 
Its extreme simplicity of treatment and 


the living vigor of expression in the face 
place it among the uncommonly successful 
portraits exhibited this season, though, in 
fact, it is not this year’s work, having 
been painted some time ago, but never 
shown before in New York. A certain 
literary and historic interest attaches to 
the personality of the sitter, for she was 
One of the Concord group, an intimate 
friend of Ralph Waldo Emerson and 
his wife, and a person whose shrewdness 
and good sense, taithfully depicted by her 
grandson, always delighted and perhaps at 
the same time instructed the gracious old 
Sage of Concord. ‘‘An Egeria of Emer- 
son’’ might be the not inappropriate title 
in the list of pictures, if the Sacred Ten 
condescended to anything so vulgar as a 
catalogue. 

One of the things that are sure to strike 
the beholder after a few moments’ sojourn 
here is the absence of pictures of senti- 
ment, of anecdote, of historical associa- 
tions, or of imagination. ‘These clever 

yainters have attained to great skill in 
brushwork, but what they have to say is 
uttered for the fellow-artist and the con- 
noisseur. Their powers reach that far, but 
not beyond. Rather than risk telling a 
poor story or exposing their inner man by 
the exhibition of sentiment, which might 
fall flat and cause the cynical and un- 
charitable to scoff, they keep to the sate 
side, and are content to be little masters 
of technique. 

The singular spectacle is therefore offered 
of a fraction of the art world considered 
professionally, and a fraction, moreover, 
containing acknowledged masters of the 
brush, who have nothing to say about re- 
ligion or politics or every day life or domes- 
tic events or the comedy and tragedy of a 
great city. They appear to live in some 
realm apart from mankind where the im- 
portant things are not the struggle for ex- 
istence or the Boer war, but whether Jack 
Jones has succeeded in painting a child in 
the full sunlight just right; or has hit it 
just a little off; whether Robert Robinson 
has managed to get the proper atmosphere 
in his townscape, or whether Willy Ward 
has painted his sitter properly relieved from 
the background. Painting as these artists 
regard it is not a language for the public 
in which they utter things the public cares 
to hear, but a Latin understood of the few 
that possess the necessary schooling, a 
Court cantgwhich employs words that are 
caviare to the multitude. 

In their 6wn way they are eminently suc- 
cessful. What could be more exquisite than 
the two landscapes by John H. Twacht- 
mann, luminous and yet full of the vapor- 
ous air of the seaside, softly brilliant and 
harmonious as distant church bells? Imita- 
tion of Nature and expression of the quiet 
of water and sky can hardly further go. 
Then the lady at the spinet by Thomas W. 
Dewing. It is a rare delight to note the 
color tones of the interior partly in shadow, 
and the way in which the painter has ren- 
dered the bare shoulders of the piano-play- 
er and the turn of her head. In his profile 
seated woman regarding a mask in her 
hand Mr. Dewing has another charming 
figure, low in tones, vaporous as to atmos- 
phere, miniaturelike in painting, yet free 
from the tight, hard workmanship common 
to the miniature. His work always is the 
one extreme of the ten little personal ex- 
hibits by the Ten, while that of Childe Has- 
sam is the other. 

The ‘tatter offers five examples, among 
which the two snow scenes, larger than the 
others, are easily the finer. The view of 
the Washington Bridge over the Harlem is 
excellent in quality, if it may not please 
every one to see a sectional picture contain- 
ing one end of a bridge only. The little old 
shoeshop is another city view on his best 
scale. But the nude figure and the caia- 
ract are singularly maladroit and unhappy. 
Much pleasure, on the other hand, may be 
had from the figure of a woman among the 
seaside rocks with brilliant sunlight falling 
about her. It seems to require the vibra- 
tory sunlight to make Mr. Hassam’'s figures 
at all acceptable. 

The only flower piece in the exhibit is by 
J. Alden Weir, and supports well his old 
renown for quality in flower painting. Very 
attractive is the portrait of Col. Wood and 
hardly less so the likeness of a seated lady 
with green bodice under her cloth coat. The 
forest Interior with its vapory atmosphere 
hardly reaches the level Mr. Weir often at- 
tains in landscape. Messrs. Tarbell, Ben- 
son, and de Camp have the north wall to 
themselves. The lady in a green dress, with 
a shadowed upper face, by Benson, is a 
charming figure, with the exception of the 
left arm, which is ungracefully disposed, 
and the little girl in sunlight, who is seen 
in the picture to the right, recalls the art- 
ist’s contribution to the Pan-American— 
that joyous, breezy, out-door view of chil- 
dren on a grass-grown cliff. The Tarbell 
contingent is remarkable for a very un- 
Tarbellian seated lady in a light gown, with 
bent head and extraordinary proportions. 
The foreshortening of the lap leaves much 
to be desired. Apparently the artist's effort 
has been to produce something reminding 
one of English portrait work of the early 
part of the last century. It is a very clear 
departure from his customary style. 

An interior with young woman buried in 
a sofa and a book, by William L. Metcalf, 
has fine decorative quality, especially in 
the answering tones of wall and gown. 
Some bathing nudes are not so happy, lack- 
ing “grace and good flesh tone. There is a 
large, breezy decorative panel by Robert 
Reid, a draped woman's figure, flowers, and 
the like, which shows his good if narrow 
sense for color, and four studies for heads 
in his large painting in the State House at 
Boston. The honors of the little show 
must be decreed to Messrs. Dewing, 
Twachtmann, and Simmons; but there 
not a single one among the other seven 
who fails to contribute one or more pict- 
ures that will delight believers in art for 
art’s sake.

PEACE CONFERENCE

RUSSIA’S VOLUNTEER FLEET. 


Annual Subsidy of, $309,000 Provided— 
Vessels Must Maintain Regular 
Service to the Far East. 


London Tiwvs—New York Ttmes

LONDON, April 2.—The new regula- 
tions for the Russian volunteer fleet, 
says the St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Times, provide for an annual Gov- 
ernment subsidy of 600,000 rubles, ($309,- 
000,) for which the fleet must maintain 
a regular service between Russia and the 


Far East. 

The ships may carry passengers and 
merchandise even when engaged on Gov- 
ernment business, and they will enjoy 
certain privileges in regard to the trans- 
portation of men and stores for the War 
and Marine Ministries. 

The managernent of the fleet is vested 
in a committee sitting at St. Petersburg, 
subordinate to the Ministry of Marine, 
the President of the committee being an 
Admiral appointed by the Czar.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The State De- 
partment, having been advised by cable of 
the revolutionary movement in Santo Do- 
mingo, has requested the Navy Depart- 
ment to send a warship there, and the 
Machias, now at San Juan, Porto Rico, will

SANTO DOMINGO, April 1.—The rebels 
in the Barahona district (on the south

The 
rebellion is limited to Barahona and its 
vicinity, where many important arrests 
have been made.

GERMANY’S MEAT REGULATIONS 


Preserved Meat Dealers Organizing to 
Prevent Enforcement of Clause 


Regarding Borax. 

BERLIN, April 1.—The German preserved 
meat dealers, the strenuous allies of the 
American packers, in opposing the pro- 
hibition of the introduction of meats pre- 
pared with borax into this country, are 
organizing in their efforts to influence the 
Government not to enforce the proposed 
regulations. The dealers say the enforce- 
ment would work great injury to them. 

It is understood in Frankfort that the 
evidence of certain Chicago medical men of 


good reputation will be brought forward to 
support the contention that the use, of 
borax to preserve meat is not injurious. 
Several of the influential newspapers 
here disagree to-day as to the reasons f 
the statement made by the Government 
the North German Gazette last Sa A 


| 


in which it was explained that sanitary 
considerations alone had dictated the ex- 
clusion from the German market of meats 
repared with borax. In this connection the 
fossische Zeitung says that the crews of 
German war vessels have for a long time 
been fed on meat prepared with borax, and 
with no harmful effects. The navy doubt- 
less continues to use such meat when 
abroad. This paper also points out that the 
public health in the United States and Ger- 
many has not been injured by the con- 
sumption of borax in meat. In the Govern- 
ment’s statement on this subject, says the 
Vossische Zeitung, the hope is expressed 
that preservatives other than borax will be 
found. This is illusory, since other pre- 
servatives are much more costly than 
borax. The paper concludes by saying: 
‘Our industries must foot the bill and 
receive severe blows as a result of Ameri- 
can reprisals for the exclusion of meats 
prepared with borax.”’

TWO QUEER FIRES 
IN A BRONX HOUSE. 


Two mysterious fires in the home of 


William Hobson of 2,486 Morris Avenue, 
one with serious consequences, within the 
last five weeks have caused great 
among the residents of old Fordham and 
Tremont villages, close to the boundaries 
of which the property is located. The first 
fire was on the night of Feb. 11, and en- 
dangered the lives of the family. The sec- 
ond fire, which resulted in but slight dam- 
age, was discovered at 3:30 A. M., yester- 
day. 

The police have so 
arrest the incendiary, although detectives 
under the command of Capt. Price the 
Tremont Station, are working on the case, 
and Mr. Hobson admits that he has strong 
suspicions as to the guilty party.

She thought, however, that it was simply 
Mr. Hobson striking a light, but a moment 
later when a cloud of smoke rolled into her 
room her screams aroused the household. 
Mr. Hobson dashed downstairs to find 
three separate fires burning briskly. One 
was of papers on the dining room table, 
another was on cloths and paper on the

PLANS TO KEEP CITY CLEAN. 


Commissioner Woodbury Tells Women’s 
Protective Association How He Will 
Treat Negligent Householders. 

At the regular meeting of the Women's 
Health Protective Association of New York 
held in the Academy of Medicine, 19 West 
Forty-third Street, yesterday afternoon, 
Commissioner of Street Cleaning Wood- 
bury, in a half-hour talk, outlined the 
measures which he is inaugurating thor- 


oughly to clean the city. 

The Commissioner said that in the course 
of two weeks he will deliver in New York 
200,000 circulars, now in the hands of the 

rinter, explaining at length the law pro- 

ibiting the casting of garbage of refuse of 
any sort into the street, and detailing the 
penalties for violations of the same, most 
of which provide for a fine of $10. 

*“‘One of these circulars,’’ he said, “ will 
be placed in every house, and the man 
who delivers it will be required to obtain 
a receipt from the householder. Should the 
latter disregard the circular to the extent 
of a violation, the next call will be made 
by a policeman.” 

Commissioner Woodbury then described 
the incinerating plant which will soon be 
in operation at the foot of Forty-seventh 
Street. He said that the city’s condition 
will continue to be unsanitary until there 
is universally in operation a system for 
separating the ashes from the garbage, and 
then eae the garbage to ashes instead 
of throwing it into the sea.

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DITTMAR VS. DE CASTELLANE. 


Court of Appeals Refuses to Advance 
the Case on Its Calendar. 


ALBANY, April 1—The Court of Appeals 
to-day denied a motion to place on the cal- 
endar and advance the appeal in the case 
of Anton J, Dittmar against Boni, Count 
de Castellane, Anna Gould, Countess de 
Castellane, defendants, and George J. 
Gould, Edwin Gould, Howard Gould, and 
Helen M. Gould, as trustees under the will 
and testament of Jay Gould. 

The plaintiff has sued the Count and 
Countess de Castellane for $370,000, being 
a creditor who did not enter into the liti- 
gation in the United States Supreme Court, 
under which it was decided that claims ag- 
gregating nearly $2,000,000 and due to 107 
creditors, should be paid on a pro rata ba- 
sis. Dittmar sued to recover the entire 
amount of his claim at once. 


FRANCHISE TAX LAW VICTORY. 


State Tax Commissioners Win Verdict 
on Constitutionality. 


ALBANY, April 1.—The State Tax Com- 
mission has won at least a preliminary 
victory in the contest regarding the con- 
stitutionality of the franchise tax law. In 
a decision filed to-day, which was handed 
down by Justice Chester, it is held “‘ that 
Chapter 712 of the Laws of 1899, and of 
the severa] acts amendatory thereof and 
supplementary thereto do not, nor does 
either of them violate the Constitution of 
the United States or of the State of New 
York, or of any provision of either of 

em.” 

Exceptions to this finding have been en- 
tered by the Hudson River Telephone Com- 
pany, the company affected, and the de- 
cision will be passed on by the Appellate 
Division. This decision is independent and 
in no way affects the proceedings now 
under consideration by Judge Robert Earl 
in which the constitutionality of the ‘aw 
is questioned by New York corporations.

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SIR HENRY IRVING HOME. 


Many Friends Welcome Him and Miss 
Terry in London—He Is Grateful for 
His Reception in America. 


LONDON, April 1.—Sir Henry Irving, 
Miss Ellen Terry, and their party, who 
were passengers on the Atlantic Transport 


liner Minneapolis, from New York, March 
22, which reached her dock here at 8:30 
o'clock this morning, were welcomed on 
their arrival by many theatrical friends. 

In an interview Sir Henry said he was 
hardly able to express his feelings of grati- 
tude at his kindly reception in the United 
States. He was most enthusiastic regard- 
ing his successful tour in that country, and 
said he was greatly impressed with the con- 
tinued growth and development of America. 
He said that personally he welcomed the 
“American invasion,’ because legitimate 
competition, either in art or trade, always 
worked for good, ‘‘ and we should not be so 
stupidly irrational as to suppose that we 
cannot learn from our neighbors.” 

Although Sir Henry discovered no plays 
in the United States suitable to his own 
purposes, he said he was convinced that 
America was making immense strides :n 
dramatic work, and that no nation was 
more imbued with the spirit of theatre- 
going that the Amé@fican. He added that 
he was rather surprised that London was 
so rarely permitted to witness a specimen 
of ap American indigenous drama, ‘ Shore 
Acr&,"’ for example, which he had wit- 
nessed with the deepest interest. 

Sir Henry has decided to remain in Eng- 
land for at least two years. 


The Sire Brothers Make a Statement 
Regarding the Building Commis- 
sioner’s Demands. 

Lionel E. Lawrence, stage manager of 
the New York Theatre Winter Garden, who 
Was arrested Monday night and charged 
with conducting a theatrical performance 
without a license, was arraigned in the 
West Side Court yesterday morning and 
the case was set down for further hearing 

on April 8. 

Until the day of the hearing the perform- 
ance will be continued under protection of 
an injunction. Cause is to be shown on Fri- 
day next as to why the injunction should 
not be made permanent. Sire Brothers, 
managers of the Winter Garden, last night 
issued a statement in which they said: 

**Some time ago we were notified by the 
Police Department that we must procure a 
separate theatrical license for the Winter 
Garden, although we now and have always 
had a license, authorizing us to give theat- 
rical performances in the premises known 
as the New York Theatre Building. As 
both entertainments are given in that 
building, and as we have always operated 
the theatre and roof jointly under the one 
license, we raised issue, and finally de- 
posited the sum necessary, with the Police 
Department, rather than antagonize that 
department, and applied for a _ second 


license. 

Then the Superintendent of Buildings 
stopped in, and served us with a notice 
that several violations of the Building 
Code existed. He also notified Commission- 
er Partridge to the same effect, and the 
latter informed us that the alleged viola- 
tions must be removed before he would 
grant a license; we promptly set to work 
and removed the alleged violations, one of 
which was our printing plant in the base- 
ment, Another demand made by the Super- 
intendent was that the entire flooring of 
the Winter Garden, the footlights on the 
stage, and curtain, scenery, and “ props ”’ 
be removed, and that the asbestos cover- 
ing of the roof be taken away. To do this 
means that we abandon giving perform- 
ances on the roof and close up. 

““We believed this demand to be un- 
reasonable, and explained so to the Super- 
intendent of Buildings, who informed our 
representative that if we removed the 
other violations he would modify the last- 
named. We have done so, and at great 
cost, yet the Superintendent has not modi- 
fied his demands, and has reported to 
Police Commissioner Partridge that we 
have not removed the violations.”’

He was born of a New 
Jersey family in Philadelphia on June 20, 
1819. He was descended from an Irish |

newspaper work in Philadelphia, and 
earned enough money to study medicine un- 


der Dr. Paul D. Goddard of Philadelphia, 
and then entered the University of Penn- 
sylvania in 1839. His father had wanted 
him to learn a trade, so the young doctor 
learned carpentering. While learning car- 
pentry he studied law, and four years after 
graduating as a physician he was admitted | 
to the bar of Pennsylvania. He became a 
warm personal friend of President Tyler. 

When James K. Polk was pitted against 
Henry Clay for the Presidency to the young 
lawyer was intrusted the seemingly impos- 
sible task of obtaining the support of the 
Federal officials in New York for Polk, 
and he was so successful that during the 
Polk Administration he was voted the 
In 
848 he was sick for a long time, and partly 
retired from public life, devoting himself 
to writing piays, one of which, ‘‘ The Mor- 
mons,’ was produced by Junius Brutus 
Booth. 

In 1857 he moved to New York, but made 
his nome at what is now Hackensack, | 
where he was elected to the State Assem- 
bly as a Democrat. He came to Newark 
in 1878. In 1890 he was elected to Congress 
over Elias M. Condit. In that campaign 
“Ben Bolt”’’ was sung nightly by all the 
singers the Democrats could muster, and 
the author was literally sung into Congress. 
He was re-elected in 1892 over R. Wayne 
Parker, but was defeated by the latter two | 
years later. 

Dr. English was a prolific writer. His | 
newspaper editorials alone would fill many 
volumes. He was a very rapid worker, his 
play, “The Mormons,” being written in 
seventy-two hours, and his poem, ‘“ Kalli- 
mats,"’ between 500 and 600 lines in length, 
in a single day. At one time he was dra- 
matist at Burton's, Connor's, and Foster's 
Theatres in Philadelphia and New York. 
Among his works were “ Walter Woolfe,”’ 
“1844; or, The Power of the Startled Fal- 
con,’’ “‘ Ambrose Fecit; or, The Peer and 
the Painter,’’ ‘‘ American Ballads,” ‘‘ The 
Boy’s Book of Battle Lyrics,’ and ‘“ Jacob 
Schuyler’s Millions.’’ 

Dr. English considered his battle lyrics 
his best poetical work. He received the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws from 
William and Mary College in July, 1876. He 
was married in 1836 to Ann Maxwell Meade, 
widow of the Rev. 8S. R. Meade of Philadel- 
phia. Mrs. English died in 1889. Edgar, his 
youngest son, died a year ago. His other 
son, Arthur, is a lawyer of this city. His 
daughters are Mrs. A. H. Noll of Tennessee | 
and Miss Alice English. 


DR. SAN CLEMENTE DEAD. 


PANAMA, April 1—A private message 
received here from Bogata, which has been 
officially confirmed, announces the death, 
on March 19, at Villeta, a few miles from 
the capital, of ex-President Manuel San 
Clemente. 

The announcement caused surprise here, 
and was a blow to Dr. San Clemente’'s nu- 
merous partisans. But as the death of the 
ex-President legitimizes the Government of 
Vice President Marrcquin (the acting Presi- 
dent,) it is believed that it may do much 
toward ending the revolution. Though Dr. 


San Clemente was about ninety years of 
age he was ot strong and able-minded up 
to the time of his death. He had a confer- 
ence with United States Minister Hart three 
days berore his death. 

Gov. Salazar has issued a decree honoring 
the memory of Dr. San Clemente. 


Dr. Manuel A. San Clemente was elected 
President of Colombia tn November, 18s, 
(succeeding President Caro,) and Dr. J. M. 
Marroquin was elected Vice President. 
About a month later it was reported that 
Dr. San Clemente would probably resign on 
account of his advanced age, and that Dr. 
Marroquin would assume the duties of 
Chief Executive. 

In August, 1900, it was officially an- 
nounced from Bogota that Dr. San Cle- 
mente, ‘the titular President of the Re- 
public,’ being physically and mentally una- 
ble to exercise the duties of President, and 

s indefinite absence from the capital on 
account of his poor health having made 
impossible the regular progress of affairs, 
which encouraged and prolonged the civil 
war, the people of Bogota publicly demand- 
ed that Dr. Marroquin, the Vice President, 
should assume the reins of government. Dr. 
Marroquin, it was added, was unable to re- 
sist this popular demand, and the unani- 
mous support of the army, and had decided 
to take charge, which he soon afterward 
did. 

In September of the same year it was 
reported that Dr. San Clemente had been 
imprisoned by Dr. Marroguih, and from 
that time on various reports in connection 
with the ex-President and the acting Presi- 
dent have been in circulation, the general 
belief being that San Clemente was practi- 
cally a prisoner at Villeta. ‘ 

Dr. San Clemente belonged to the Na- 
tional Conservative Party, and it has been 
reported in the course of the progress of 
the present revolution that he desired to 
escape from Villeta and join the Liberais, 
who are in‘revolt against Dr. Marroquin's 
Government. It has also been asserted that 
had Dr. San Clemente continued in office 
the second Jiberal insurrection would not 
have been started.

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FATHER RUSSO DEAD. 


After a Scholarly Career, He Lived and 
Worked in Poverty for Italian 


immigrants. 

The Rev. Nicolas Russo, 8S. J., pastor of 
the Church of Our Lady of Loretto, in 
Elizabeth Street, died in St. Vincent's Hos- 
pital yesterday from pneumonia. Father 
Russo was a very distinguished member 
of the Society of Jesus. For a short time 
he was President of Boston College, He 
was the author of a “* Summa Phitosophica, 
a Treatise on Moral Philosophy,” and an- 
other on “ The True -Religton.” He occu- 
pied the Chair of Philosophy fn Boston, 
New York, and Georgetown, and Was fur 
a considerable period the Moderator of (ie 
sessions of the secular clergy of the Arch- 
diocese of New York for the discussion 
ot ecclesiastical cases. At these sessions 
the Archbishop usually presides. 

Some years ago Father Russo put aside 
all his intellectual work to devote himself 
care of the Italfan immigrants. At 
the cost of great privations, and in spite 
of continual ill-health, he lived in absoiute 
poverty in a part of the ténement hottse 
which he had converted into a church, and 
by help of donations from a few devoted 
friends succeeded in establishing not only 
a flourishing congregation, but also a 
school in which several hundred Italian 
children are being educated. Father Russo 
was born in Italy in 1845, and was more 
than forty years in the Society of Jesus.

While the market waits, the disclosure 
is made of efforts in many quarters to 
bring about corporation readjustments. 
Some of the most conspicuous of the in- 
dustrial properties whose securities have 
been distributed through Wall Street 
are in a variety of ways rearranging 
their plans of operation and their finan- 
cial policies. For the most part, changes 
s0 proposed are advisable and induced 
by experience. What is projected, for 
example, by the controllers of the United 
States Leather Company will have the 
indorsement of conservative interests. 
The release of the corporation from the 
payment of onerous preferred stock divi- 
dends and the clearing up of preferred 
dividend accumulations contemplate 
what will be helpful to the company’s 
intrinsic strength as well as to its credit. 
The substitution of a relatively low-rate 
bond, well within the company’s proved 
earning ability, can effect far-reaching 
advantages; and with the present com- 
mon stock left as the only share capital 
outstanding, the way may be open to the 
distribution of dividends upon that—upon 
a stock which hitherto has been more or 
less the jest of the Street. Such read- 
justments are of the right sort; and the 
fact that the controllers of the Leather 
Trust have been long carefully can- 
vassing the situation before determining 
upon their course evidences the fact that 
plain, straightforward business judgment 
and not speculation is back of what is 
proposed.

of electing a full Board of Directors at 
each meeting, substituting therefor three 
different classes of Directors, one class 
to be voted for yearly; and it is pro- 
posed to invest this “classified” Board 
of Directors with power to increase the 
number of Directors at will; and the by- 
laws of the company, moreover, are to 
be made changeable at the option of the 
Directors. Boiled down, these changes 
amount to the transfer of power from the 
stockholders of Abe company to a Board 
of Directors which to a large extent can 
perpetuate itself or its power—and in 
such power is included the ability to 
sell or mortgage the company’s property 
without consulting the shareholders, the 
actual owners.

DISTILLING COMPANY. 

According to a Chicago dispatch, pub- 
lished in Wall Street yesterday and con- 
firmed at the offices here of the Distilling 
Company of America, it transpires that the 
recent purchase of 50,000 barrels of Ken- 
tucky whisky from the Ripy Distilling Com- 
pany was made by Julius Kessler & Co. 
of Chicago and New York, and that the 
National Distilling Company of Cincinnati 
acted as the agent in the transaction. 
Kesslef & Co. are distributers to retail 
dealers only. Therefore this purchase, 
which is the largest on record, removes this 
large amount of whisky from the market. 


Although Kessler & Co. control five or six 
distilleries in Kentucky, their stock of 
aged goods was entirely exhausted, and it 
became necessary for them to _ replenish 
the same to meet the demands of the 
trade. , 

The purchaser, it is said, was undoubtedly 
influenced to make the trade not only by 
the scarcity of matured whisky, but by 
the probability that the Outage Allowance 
bill now before Congress, which provides 
for an allowance of the tax on evaporation 
after the. expiration of four years will be 
passed. Under the present law .the tax is 
collectible after four years, although a 
large loss of actual whisky results by 
evaporation during the qther four years 
that it may remain in bond. 


NEW ANTHRACITE SCHEDULE. 

Somewhat to the surprise of those of the 
trade who were impressed with the strike 
talk, and at the first moment after an- 
nouncement of a truce, there comes, says 
The Coal Trade Journal, a new schedule 
of prices for anthracite coal. The April 
figures are the same as last year at this 
time, on the coal for Western shipment

A truce usually leads to capitulation, and there 
is, therefore, much of moment in the fact that 
the insurgent element connected with the mining 
of anthracite—the dissatisfied employes—have 
agreed to a continuance of work pending a. set- 
tlement of any differences. The operators have 
not been willing to concede the importance of 
the demands made or to admit that they call for 
concerted action for the amelioration thereof. We 
have dwelt upon the situation from time to time, 
and can. now only reiterate the opinion that trade 
conditions, or the position of the employe, do not 
warrant any change in the rate of wages or hours 
for labor for mining and preparing anthracite 
coal. Any minor items of the technical description, 
such as paying by weight instead of measure, 
which have been put forward at the conventions, 
should be capable of ready adjustment at most of 
the collieries; there is no necessity for any cessa- 
tion of labor to arrange such a matter, and we 
do not incline to the opinion that there will be. 
On the general question the workers know, as 
well as any one, that there is no warrant for any 
change. 

On the Stock Exchange yesterday there 
was some selling of the coal stocks on the 
report that a strike actually was on. This 
report probably grew out of the fact that 
yesterday was a labor holiday in the an- 
thracite mine regions. It was pronounced 
by coal trade men as absolutely without 
foundation.

THE YACHT METEOR SAILS. 


Vessel Found Not to Have Been Struct 
urally Weakened by Collision. 


The German Emperor’s schooner yacht 
Meteor, which had been lying off Tomp- 
kinsville, S. I., since her trial trip on Mon- 
day, sailed for Southampton yesterday. It 
was feared that the damage which she sus- 
tained in the collision with the cribwork 


in the Townsend-Downey basin would keep 
her in this country for several days longer 
than had been expected. Capt. Ben Parker 
decided, however, that the yacht had not 
been structurally weakened by Monday's 
accident, and he set sail. 

The Meteor passed the outer buoy in the 
Gedney Channe! at 3:10 P. M. The yacht’s 
pilot was taken off at 3:22. It is expected 
that the trip across will be made in sixteen 
days. When the yacht arrives at Southamp- 
ton her interior will be furnished.

and light demand from commission houses. Port 
receipts were much smaller than expected and 
spot market news from the South was firm. Otfer- 
ings were slim, to say the least, and for the 
time being sentiment favored a higher market 
Yet bull support was unaggressive, and a promi- 
nent commission house was to be quietly 
selling July cotton around §.83. The Liverpool 
cables were rather disappointing when the mar- 
ket here opened, and for the balance of the day 
the English prices worked slowly lower, closing 
with the tone “*‘easy.’’ Toward midday local 
prices began to lower and sentiment grad- 
ually swung over to the bear side, the trade see- 
ing little prospect of a bull market so long 4s 
speculative support hung fire. Then came a sh 
rally on light estimates for to-day’s New Or 
leans and Houston receipts, followed by a_set- 
back under profit taking by local holders. What 
appeared to be a bear raid and some scattering 
liquidation sent prices down hurriedly just be- 
fore 2 o'clock, July touching 8.75, and for the 
rest of the day the whole appeared heavy 
and very sensitive to selling from any quarter. 
The market closed quiet, with prices net 3 to 7 
points lower. Strike news from two Fall River 
mills and better weather reports from the belt 
helped to undermine the afternoon market. Clear- 
ances for export were larger than expected, at 
17,750 bales, but failed to stiffen the market. 
Predictions for a heavy decrease in the world’s 
visible supply again this week and bullish trade 
reports from cotton goods districts appeared to 
have been discounted. Spot cotton closed quiet, 
with quotations unchanged, on the basis of %c 
for middling upland and %\4c for middling Gulf.

Cloths quiet and firm, 
BREADSTUFFS.—WHEAT—While not very 
active, the wheat market was a steady affair, 
at times showing considerable strength, but 
toward the close easing off a little under real- 
izing, so that last prices were unchanged to 
Xe higher than the previon night, and a 
little off from the i of the day. 
It was a traders’ market thri out, and there- 
fore a narrow one, with bullish influences pre- 
dominating to a certain ext although news 
Was not very important one way or the other. 
Receipts of only 173 cars in the Northwest, to- 
gether with a tendency toward firmness at 
Minneapolis and Duluth, started the local mar- 
ket off rather steady, and soon afterward led 
to sufficient covering among room traders to 
advance prices a littl May eventually got 
up to T7T%c, around which figure it held most 
of the session, until the last half hour, when 
it dropped back to 77h« At all interior points 
the receipts, without Chicago, aggregated only 
229,000 bushels, compared with 354,000 bushels 
last year. At midday the market was helped 
by a decrease of 2,544,000 bushels in world’s 
stocks, according Bradstreets, including 700,- 
000 bushels’ reduction in rthwest interior 
elevators, and 224,000 bushels in Chicago pri- 
vate warehouses.

Judge Lacombe Denies. Injunction to 
Prevent Dissolution of the Spirits 
Distributing Company. 

United States Circuit Judge Lacombe de- 
livered an opinion yesterday affecting the 
rights of minority and majority stockhold- 
of corporations. The case was the 
motion of Louis Windmuller and Nathan 
Bijur, minority stockholders, to enjoin dis- 
of the Spirits Distributing Com- 
pany by the Distilling Company of America, 

the majority stockholder. 

There was a decision along similar lines 
rendered three weeks ago in the United 
States Circuit Court at Trenton. In this 
case Judge Kirkpatrick rendered an opinion 
overruling the motion for an injunction. 
The same plaintiffs filed a brief in the 
United States Supreme Court making the 
same contentions, and this suit was moved 
by. the defendants to the United States Cir- 
cult Court. In the opinion rendered in the 
latter case Judge Lacombe says: 

‘’ Practically the whole case of the plaint- 
iffs rests on the proposition that major- 
ity stockholders who are individually in- 
terested in the abrogation of this contract 
may not vote for a dissolution of the cor- 
poration because their doing so will indi- 
rectly abrogate the contract which minority 
stockholders find it for their individual in- 
terest to keen alive. If the contract be 
separately with each stockholder to pay 
him a fixed sum for a fixed term which 
dissolution will not shorten, it is’ imma- 
terial whether the corporation be dissolved 
or not. But even if this be not go, this 
court is inclined to concur with Judge Kirk- 
patrick in the conclusion that a majority 
stockholder may vote to dissolve, even if he 
be influenced to that course by a wish to 
destroy a contract beneficial to the corpora- 
tion but onerous to himself. . The motion

MUSTARD SOLD FoR 
Srep.—William H. Bell, the owner of a 
farm near Lockport, N. Y., after reading 
the seed catalogue of Frank B. Mills, or- 
dered by mail sixty bushels of a variety of 
oats known as the “ Record Breaker.”’ The 
oats came put up in twenty bags, each bag 
containing a card with Mills’s name, stat- 
ing that he exercised “* the greatest care to 
have all my seeds, &c., fresh, pure, clean, 
and true to name, and if such should not be 
the case I will refill the order, free of 
charge, providing sufficient proof is given 
me within a reasonable length of time. I 
cannot guarantee crops and will not be held 
responsible for them. If these goods are 
not accepted on these terms they must be 
returned at once.”’ Mr. Bell and his hired 


man took some of the oats up in their 
hands and observed that they were plump 
and looked well, but made no further ex- 
amination. Mr. Bell then left the sowing 
to be done by the hired man. After working 
parts of three days the latter discovered 
foreign seeds in the oats. He continued 
sowin however, but just before he fin- 
ished fis employer came into the field, and 
when told about the foreign seeds, examined 
them himself. Mr. Bell was unable to tell 
what they were, and so told the hired man 
to finish the sowing. When the crop came 
it was discovered that the foreign seed was 
mustard seed. After a correspondence Mr. 
Mills offered to defray the expense of pull- 
ing the mustard. Mr. Bell would not accede 
to this, but ploughed his land and brought 
an action against Mr. Mills for damages. 
A judgment on a verdict for $900 in Mr. 
Bell’s favor has been reversed by the 
Fourth Appellate Division. The court holds, 
by Justice Williams, that the sale of the 
seed oats was not accompanied by any im- 
plied warranty that the oats were free from 
noxious seeds. The catalogue and the card 
accompanying the oats, Justice Williams 
says, together constituted the offer, and 
Mr. Bell was called upon before he accepted 
and sewed the oats, to examine and inspect 
them, not only as to the general spresrence 
of the oats themselves but as to their being 
pure and clean from harmful seed. If they 
were found to be not as represented, but to 
contain foreign seeds, he should have re- 
fused to accept them. He could then take 
advantage of the provision in the offer to 
have his order refilled.
